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Is 1952 the Year? 


wo years ago we concluded an article on the signifi- 
ise of the year 1952 with these words: 

“Twenty-four months—what will you do with them? 
How can you best make them count for God? May God 
be pleased to give us more than twenty-four months, but 
if there are only twenty-four months, what then? .. . 
This is not a day to dream, this is a day for action.” 

Now we are in the year to which we have looked 
forward with forebodings. Will 1952 in truth be the year 
of crisis? Will it be the year of Russian aggression? 
Will it be the year in which the democratic countries of 
the world will fill their cups of iniquity to the brim—the 
year when God’s judgment upon nations will begin? 

The Lord alone knows the end from the beginning, but 
1952 is here and we must face the situation and accept 
our responsibility. 


Kenneth de Courcy of London, editor of The Intel- 
ligence Digest, whom we quoted in earlier articles, is still 
speaking of 1952 and 1953 as the critical period. Another 
commentator, though anticipating no world war in 1952, 
regards the year as the probable turning point—a period 
in which we can either take the road toward war or 
the road toward a peace which may even last for some 
years. And there are others who agree. 

On the side of the ledger for postponement of war—a 
view held among others by Winston Churchill—are, first, 
the indications of trouble behind the Iron Curtain as 
suggested by Soviet purges in satellite countries. Second, 
the outlook for Communist advance in the Philippines 
seems less favorable, though we would not overemphasize 
the importance of these islands as compared with other 
more strategic areas. Third, there is the fact that Russia 
is ringed by potential air bases for the Western powers 
in Turkey, North Africa and England. A final and im- 
portant point is that Russia’s success in aggression with- 
out actually resorting to war may, as many believe, lead 
her to continue this policy. 

On the other side of the ledger are the situations in 
places which are making diplomatic circles uneasy— 
ran, Iraq, Egypt, China, Indochina and Germany. Israel 
and Turkey are also potential threats. Will Turkey’s 
younger leaders permit Israel to go unattacked? Will 
Russia try to draw Turkey from the western nations’ orbit 
of influence? On this side of the ledger, too, is the fact 
hat the United States may seem to be particularly 
yulnerable in 1952, an election year, and at a time when 
in and shocking weaknesses in high places are being 


revealed. 
* * * 


Such a listing of pros and cons may seem to leave little 
hoice between the various alternatives indicated. As 
re emphasized two years ago, however, God may well 
ntervene. 

The fact remains, however, that nothing has occurred 
0 make us less diligent. There is nothing in the Word 
of God or in world conditions to make us lighthearted 
br frivolous in the face of our responsibility. While we 
ould plead with Christians not to be caught in the un- 
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scriptural trend of dating the return of our Lord as 
necessarily occurring in 1952, nevertheless, we should 
be living as though He may come in 1952. 


We would say to our Christian brethren and to our 
own hearts three things: 

First, let us pray for peace. Surely this is scriptural 
ground. Weare to seek peace and pursue it (I Pet. 3:11). 
We are to pray for those in authority, that we may lead 
a tranquil and quiet life, in godliness and gravity (I Tim. 
2:2). The Lord, who does indeed know the end from the 
beginning, knows whether we are drawing to the close 
of the age; enough for us to know Him and live in close 
fellowship with Him. Enough for us obediently to do 
what He asks us to do. 

Our second Word is, to the work—in God’s way and in 
God’s power. If our Lord delay His coming, or if judg- 
ments that might hinder our witness for Christ be de- 
layed, then let us “account that the longsuffering of our 
Lord is salvation” (II Pet. 3:15). God has left us here 
to be used of His Spirit in winning souls to Himself. Let 
nothing dim that vision. Let no interpretation of the 
Sacred Book rob us of our zeal. Any view that would 
in anywise dim our ardor for the winning of souls to our 
Saviour is, in part at least, an erroneous interpretation. 
If God in His goodness gives us further opportunity, let 
us make the most of it. Let us once again renew our 
pledge and continue our vow, and by His grace and with 
His help be faithful to Him in ministry. 

The third thing we would say is, let us expect the Lord. 
However dark the horizon becomes, however desolate the 
hours ahead, remember that He is coming again! With 
such a hope, nothing can daunt us, no trial can be too 
great. No disaster, even one of world-wide proportions, 
can take away the power of that blessed hope to encour- 
age us to go on. 

What a glorious thing to be a Christian! What an 
hour in which to be alive, if we are in His hands for His 
pleasure! Let us leave behind the tents of ease and go 
on with God and for God and for eternity. 


"One-Armed Bandit’? Prayers? 


According to the teaching of the Word of God in both 
the Old and the New Testaments, prayer is a most im- 
portant privilege and duty. It deserves careful attention. 
Prayer is the means ordained of God for men to accom- 
plish communion with Him and to bring His power and 
love into their lives. 

In a hotel room recently, some of us were discussing 
the multiplicity of thirigs about which prayer ought to be 
made. Reference was made, as it usually is in such dis- 
cussions, to the example set by Daniel, who, out of a most 
busy life in a very confused day, was able regularly to 
find time for prayer at morning, noon and night. He 
prayed and he did great exploits for God. 

This led to the question of how much we really know 
about prayer. There is so much that is casual in our 
reference to it. How carelessly we often promise to pray 
for one another. How almost flippantly we say, “Pray 
for me” or “Pray for us.” Sometimes it even seems to 
be a form of greeting as thoughtless as “Hello” or “So 
long.” 

What would happen if next time someone asks you to 
pray for him, you say, “I'll be happy to. Please write 
me a memorandum so that I may have it before me.” 

In view of the many things there are to remember, 
would that not be a reasonable request? The person 
asking prayer, if sincere, ought to count it important 
enough to make some effort so that the request to heeded. 
And the person being asked to pray should not be imposed 
upon without some indication of willingness to co-operate. 

But as requests are lightly made, so sometimes it seems 
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is assurance lightly given. Have we always remembered 
to keep our word to pray? One of the distinctions 
Scripture makes between the world and Christians is 
that the words of Christians are not to be idle and 
thoughtless. We shall give account for every one. 

It may be argued that a careless request warrants a 
careless answer, but two wrongs do not make a right. 
Casual, aimless prayer is not prayer at all. True, Paul 
said, “Brethren, pray for us,” but surely, this was a far 
cry indeed from the all-to-common attitude of “Brethren, 
throw my name in sometime when it happens to come 
to mind.” 

In many places of questionable repute there are gambl- 
ing devices known as “one-armed bandits.” Putting 
his money in a slot, the gambler pulls a handle and if the 
right combination of symbols appears, he wins some 
money back. 

Is this the way some of us “pray” to God in heaven? 
Do we drop a “prayer” before the throne, watch the 
signs, collect the benefits, and then, convinced that we 
believe in prayer, go through the whole process again? 
The illustration may not be pleasant, but it raises a point 
we might consider. 


it Takes More Than a Name 


Given prominent place in a recent issue of the Journal 
of Commerce was an article about an experiment which 
the paper made in naming its senior reporter in the finan- 
cial department a chemicals editor (quite a transforma- 
tion, even in big business!) The item about the change 
came to our attention because the new editor is named 
Dwight Moody. 

The item goes on to say: “Dwight is not a grandson 
of Dwight L. Moody, the evangelist of Moody and Sankey 
fame. But actually he was named after him. Dwight’s 
father was a Methodist clergyman in upstate New York 
and had a distant relationship with D. L. Moody, whom 
he admired.” 

It is a bit unusual that Mr. Moody’s name should turn 
up on the first page of “the World’s Most Famous Business 
Newspaper.” Its appearance there proves again the in- 
fluence of a godly man—for it was undoubtedly that fact 
which caused the Methodist minister to name his boy after 
this distant relative. 

Undoubtedly many boys have been named Dwight after 
the famous evangelist and founder of Moody Bible In- 
stitute. Without question, many have carried the name 
to heights of attainment in varied fields; others have 
probably failed miserably—it takes more than a name! 

We were reminded of this fact by the next sentence in 
the paragraph from the Journal of Commerce: “Dwight’s 
fother also was a crusader in the temperance movement, 
but Dwight hopes that there won’t be any misunder- 
standing about this . . : in case anyone wants to buy him 
a drink.”

Decrying the 
use of taxes for acts of compassion, he declares that 
financing a welfare state by taxation is merely reaching 
into someone else’s pocket instead of your own. 


We recognize that the problem is not a simple one. ff 


By no means all of the present-day benefits provided by 
government can be regarded as charity. But with respect 


to charitable provision, the question may well be raised 


as to how far a government can rightfully go in using 
taxation to ameliorate conditions of hardship. Does such 
a practice constitute the buying of votes? Is there no 
better way to handle the problem? 
should think deeply on such questions. 

However widely some of us may disagree in our an- 
swers to this problem, there is no question as to the 
correctness of the view already quoted as it applies to 
personal giving. If our help to the needy is to be benevo- 
lence, it must be given voluntarily. Necessity, force, 
coercion destroy charity. When we are forced to give, 
either by the external pressure of an organization or by 


the internal pressure of pride, the gift does not meet the Ff - 


scriptural standard. 


To give out of a heart of love, to give with no thought f 
of return, to give for the sake of our Lord: and because § 


we are His is to give scripturally. We cannot be involun- 
tary Good Samaritans. Nor can we even be voluntary 
Good Samaritans if we fall short of scriptural standards. 
All of us need periodically to face up to this question. 


“Let each man do according as he hath purposed in his 


heart: not grudgingly, or of necessity: for God loveth af 


cheerful giver” (II Cor. 9:7). 


The Value of a Word 


Sometimes it’s easy to forget the importance of a word 


spoken for the Lord Jesus Christ, or to lose sight of thef 


fact that He is able to take our few small loaves and 
fishes and feed the multitude. 


This came to mind not long ago in reading an item inf} 


the Chicago Daily News about one of the city’s pastors. 
Perhaps you, too, will find it helpful. 

The story began in 1942 when a young office worker at 
Montgomery Ward & Co. decided to hitchhike to his 
parents’ home a short distance away. At twenty-two he 
was unsaved and, as he says, “sowing a lot of wild oats.” 

A pastor driving along route 34 gave him a lift. On 
the way he spoke to him about the Saviour. God touched 
the young man’s heart, and before he left the car he had 
accepted Christ. Later he applied for entrance to Moody 
Bible Institute, from where he went to seminary. 

Today this young man is serving the Lord as pastor of 
a church on Chicago’s South Side. In addition to worship 
services, this church maintains a weekly gospel broad- 
cast, and operates a mission with services six days a week. 
The membership—numbering about two hundred—also 
supports nine missionaries.

its conclusions through a process of 
tireless investigation, experimentation 
and verification. Before an over- 
whelming weight of contradictory evi- 
dence, preconceived ideas are swept aside 
like trees in the path of an avalanche. 

Is it not, then, utterly unscientific to 
discount the experience of millions of 
men and women who have found the 
Bible to be in very fact a revelation of 
God to their souls, and who have been 
brought into blessed fellowship with God 
through faith in the Christ whose person 
and work constitute the very center and 
circumference of Scripture? 

The greatness of any work can best be 
judged by experts in the field in which it 
stands. We do not call upon a mechanic 
to award prizes in music, art, or litera- 
ture. We submit that the worth of the 
Bible likewise is to be appraised not by 
those who seldom open its pages or who 
read it with eyes blinded by hostility and 
prejudice, but rather by those who live 
close to the Lord Jesus in loving devo- 
tion. Is it not significant that those who 
do the most for God find the most of 
God in His Word? 

There is a challenge for us individually 
as Christians to build up dykes of convic- 
tion as to the divine origin and authority 
of Scripture by striving to know, love 
and live the Bible with all the God-given 
ability at our command. The only Bible 
I really own is the Bible that owns me. 
My Bible is no bigger than the place I 
give it in my heart. no more costly than 
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what I am prepared to pay for it in - 
sacrificial obedience. 

The best thing any of us can do for 
the Bible is to let the Bible do its best 
for us. Living by the inspiration which 
the Scriptures supply, we shall have 


growing confidence in the inspiration 
they assert for themselves. Many lack 
as strong a faith in the inspiration of the 
Bible as they ought to possess because 
they are so reluctant to put its truths 
and teachings to the test in the labora- 
tory of life. The more truly we live the 
Word of God, the more deeply do we 
bury it in our hearts. 

In the final analysis, however, it is God 
Himself who must bury His Word in the 
depths of our inmost being. He alone who 
inspired it is competent to unveil it. The 
Bible must be opened by the Spirit of 
God to be buried in the spirit of man. 
Spiritual illumination is indispensable 
(I Cor. 2:14). Like a telescope, the Scrip- 
ture is to be looked through and not at. 

Relying upon the Bible is no more 
narrowing than the use of the telescope 
in astronomy. Far from contracting, it 
enormously expands the sweep of vision. 
Just as the immensities and sublimities 
of this material cosmos are a perpetual 
challenge to scientists to produce ever 
more powerful instruments for exploring 
space, so to a far greater degree the 
illimitable worlds of truth and grace in 
the skies of Scripture present their chal- 
lege. They call on us to do our utmost 
to make our minds more brilliant, our 
hearts more fervent, and above all else 
to bring our spirits more and more under 
the magnifying power of the Holy Spirit. 
Thus we may gather from the pages of 
God’s Word multiplied blessing for the 
enrichment of our souls and increased 
usefulness in the service of the. Master.

+ A SECOND and contributory reason 
young people are going wrong is the fail- 
ure of the church to reach and train 
them, and develop them in character. 

In the epistles of Paul we find em- 
phasis again and again on the necessity 
of co-operation between the church and 
family in the care of growing children. 
For this reason I believe with all my 
heart in the public dedication of children 
in early infancy. It means a great deal, 
for the interests of the family are wedded 
to the interests of the church. The 
family is saying to the church, “We need 
you,’ and the church is saying to the 
family, “We are prepared to help you.” 

From the time of the birth of the 
child, church and home must work hand 
in hand, heart beating with heart, 
throughout the dangerous and needy 
years, until young lives are established 
in the faith of Jesus Christ. Never min- 
imize the importance of making this 
union between the two influences as 
early as possible. 

In Revelation 2 and 3, out of all His 
occupation with the glory of heaven, 
Jesus Christ takes time to speak to the 
churches of Laodicea, Philadelphia, 
Ephesus, and the others. What is His 
concern? That the spiritual life of the 
church shall be on the highest possible 
plane! 

The desperate need of América today 
is for churches that are spiritually alive 
and warm. Our children, in the growing 
years of life, must somehow be aware 
that their church is not school, is not 
the community club, but that God is in 
this place. They must feel His presence, 
even though they eannot articulate or 
explain it. They must sense the differ- 
ence of this atmosphere, the presence of 
the Holy Spirit, and the presence of the 
people of Almighty God. 

Our churches need consecrated youth 
leadership. We need young men and 
women, older men and women, who are 
one thing—a God-given 
call to help young people. In the young 
people’s societies, Sunday school classes, 
in their musical organizations, their ath- 
letic activities, or wherever they may be 
needed, we must have leaders who will 
give everything they have in dedicated 
Service. 


+ THIRDLY, it can be said that young 
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people go wrong because of basic errors 
in our educational system. There is 
something wrong with our schools. First 
of all, a false psychology pervades the 
motives and energies of our schools. 
This psychology crystallizes around the 
error that man is essentially good, 
whereas the truth is that man is essen- 
tially bad. 

Jesus died for bad men that He might 
bring them to God. As long as our 
educational system leans so heavily on 
the theory of the goodness of man, in- 
stead of the recognition that he is evil, 
a fallen creature in need of restoration, 
our system of learning fails the mark. 

The second basic error in our educa- 
tional system is its absorption in a mate- 
rialistic philosophy of life. What do I 
mean? Simply that our whole educa- 
tional system is saturated with the idea 
that as I graduate from this school, or 
complete this course, my progress can be 
viewed only in terms of the material gain 
that it brings me. America is infiltrated 
with this sort of thinking. We do not 
have much idealism. Few are the people 
who will go into the professions and the 
various walks of life, not so much for 


what they will get out of them, but for 
what they can put into them. 

When a fellow can get a thousand 
dollars to keep the score of a basketball 
game within a certain range, why not 
do it? It’s a thousand dollars. He gets 
it for cheating at basketball, another 
fellow gets it for cheating in a law court, 
another by charging an exorbitant sum 
for an operation. The only difference 
between a college student who cheats in 
a basketball game and the professional 
man who cheats in his practice is that 
the former started the custom before he 
got out of school instead of afterward. 

The error which is fundamental, how- 
ever, is the lack of a theology of any 
kind in many of our schools. God is left 
out to the extent that they are not 
merely secular, but anti-God. Far too 
many teachers, whenever they have an 
opportunity to discredit the Word of 
God, will not hesitate to do so. Our 
schools are filled, not primarily with 
atheism, but with a sinister, subtle form 
of anti-Godism which finds its way into 
the warp and woof of human life. 

All this leads us to a lack of community 
conscience. Certainly, crime investiga- 
tions, such as the one conducted by 
Senator Kefauver and his associates, 
should arouse America to a fever heat. 
But what happens? We hardly remem- 
ber the Kefauver committee any more. 
Too many other things have happened 
since that time. 

If there were an awakened community 
conscience, the moment these things 
were uncovered, the whole community 
would rise as one man and say, “If this 
is true in America, let’s go to work and 
clean this thing up!” But we will not 
have community conscience in the meas- 
ure that we ought until something hap- 
pens in the hearts of men and women to 
point them to God. Truly the great 
need of America today is revival!

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The neglect of parental responsibility, 
the failure of the church to reach and 
train young people, the breakdown and 
the basic errors of our educational sys- 
tem, the lack of community conscience 
lead then to disaster for your youth. 
Young people find themselves defeated 
when they should have victory. They 
find their hearts hungry when they 
might be filled. They find life purpose- 
less when they should have a great goal 
toward which they can work. In the 
world of liquor, narcotics, and gambling 
they attempt to discover something that 
will satisfy the unknowable longings of 
the heart. In reality, the only one who 
can fill the void and become the cure 
for all of these things is Jesus Christ! 
Until Christ reigns in the hearts of our 
young people, they are laid open to all 
of these other possibilities. 


+ SEVERAL weeks ago I was in Peoria, 
Ill., on business. During my stay I had 
dinner with my friend Dan Demmin, 
who is chaplain at the LeTourneau plant. 
I spoke to Dan of my interest in the 
problems of youth and told him that I 
was soon to preach on the subject “Why 
High School Young People Commit Sui- 
cide. and College Basketball Players 
Accept Bribes.” 

“That’s interesting,” he said. “Would 
you like to meet one of those basketball 
players down here?” 

“Yes, I would,” I told him. 

He got the fellow on the phone and 
I talked to him. I told him that scores 
of Christians all over America were pray- 
ing for him, and that Jesus Christ loved 
h'm and could save him. I told him that 
I could help him to find a life of joy and 
victory. He was not supposed to see 
anyone, but he said, “Come on over.” 

We left our dinner and went across 
town to a little attic apartment. There 
we found this young man and his wife. 
They were expecting a baby to arrive in 
the home within a few months. This tall 
voung fellow came to the door timidly to 
meet us. All four of us sat down and got 
right to business. 

“Fellow, I’ve come here to help you,” 
I began. “We’ve prayed for you. Jesus 
Christ can meet every need and longing 
of your heart. You are a sinner. You 
have done wrong, but He can forgive 
you. You can have a new start, and 
where you’ve hurt your community, you 
can now help. Where you’ve done harm, 
you can now be a blessing.” 

I gave him Romans 3:23 and many 
other verses that show the way of salva- 
tion. Then I asked, “Would you like to 
accept Jesus Christ as your Saviour, get 
rid of sin, and do the right thing from 
today on?”

Once after she had thrown the sales slips 
away, for no reason at all, she picked 
them out of the wastebasket with the 
thought, “Perhaps I'd better keep 
them...” ; 

One day, during her private devotions, 
the wonder and joy of anticipation over- 
whelmed her, and she found herself put- 
ting her prayer and her feelings on paper. 
She wanted to dedicate this little one to 
Him just as she had the other children, 
and so, slowly the words formed before 
her. “Dedication—at Birth,” that would 
be the title—and in a little while she had 
written: 

“Into Thy hands, O Lord, into Thy 

hands 

I give Thee now the one Thou gavest 

me 

To nurture, form and fashion, Lord, 

For Thee!” 

And then, 

“As sweetly as it grew from day to day 

Apart from my will but as Thou didst 

plan, 

Do Thou continue, Lord, to wield and 

guide 

From this day forth, through life’s 

Uncertain span...” 


She read it over, but wasn’t satisfied. It 
sounded too—well, sad, not at all joyful 
like she’d meant it to be.

+ THE months passed; the hour drew 
near.

Let’s Talk About 
the Gospel 


T was in the early days of the church 
at Corinth, and doubts had arisen in 
the minds of some of the Corinthian 
Christians concerning the resurrection. 

The doubters were not denying that there 
was such a thing as life after death or 
that the spirit lived on when the body 
died. Had they been questioning that, 
they would not have been interested at 
all in the things of God. What they 
doubted was the fact of the resurrec- 
tion—that is, that the body as well as 
the spirit would live again. 

To answer that doubt Paul wrote the 
fifteenth chapter of I Corinthians, in 
which he reveals not only the fact of 
the resurrection, but also the manner 
of it. He begins by declaring that the

resurrection was an essential part of the 
gospel which he had preached to them. 

“For,” he says, “I delivered unto you 
first of all that which also I received: 
that Christ died for our sins according 
to the scriptures; and that he was buried; 
and that he hath been raised on the 
third day according to the scriptures” 
(vv. 3, 4, AS.V.). 

In that sentence you find three great 
historical facts that go to make up the 
gospel. There is the death of Christ, His 
burial and His resurrection. 

All three of these facts are essential 
if we are to understand the gospel cor- 
rectly. To lose any one of them is to per- 
vert the good tidings. On the cross our 
Lord died; and He died according to the 
Scriptures—in the manner and in the 
way in which the Scriptures said He 
would die. “He was wounded for our 
transgressions, he was bruised for our in- 
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iquities; the chastisement of our peace F 
was upon him; and with his stripes wep 


are healed” (Isa. 53:5). He bore 


“our 


sins in his body upon the tree, that wef 


having died unto sins, might live unto 


righteousness; by whose stripes” we are Fy 


healed. 


Not only did He die according to the 
Scriptures, He was buried. He went into fe 


the grave and carried our sin into an ob- 
livion, out of which it can never come. 

And He has been raised according to 
the Scriptures—in the way in which the 
Scriptures said He would be raised. “For 


thou wilt not leave my soul to Sheol; ; 
neither wilt thou suffer thy holy one tof 


see corruption” (Ps. 16:10). In the resur- 
rection God manifested His acceptance 
of the atonement which the Lord had 
made, and demonstrated the power by 
which He will complete that which He 
has begun. 
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Here are three facts, all of which are 
vital. 

The symbol of the Christian faith is 
a cross, Which I think is somewhat un- 


_fortunate. The Christian faith has more 


than a cross; it has an empty tomb and 
a risen Lord. If the Lord Jesus Christ 
had stayed in the grave, there would 
have been no Christian faith. When Mary 
came to the tomb and found it empty, 
she wept. But she would have had more 
cause for tears if she had not found it 
empty. 

A dead Christ is no Saviour. Annie 
Johnson Flint caught that truth when 
she wrote “Let Us Go On.’* 


Some of us stay at the cross, 
Some of us wait at the tomb, 
Quickened and raised together with 
Christ 
Yet lingering still in the gloom. 


If the Christ who died had stopped 
at the cross, 
His work had been incomplete; 
If the Christ who was buried had 
stayed in the tomb, 
He had only known defeat. 


But the way of the cross never stops 
at the cross, 
And the way of the tomb leads on 
To victorious grace in the heavenly 
place, 
Where the risen Lord has gone. 


Yes, the way of the cross never stops 
there. The heart of the gospel is to 
be found in three great facts, not one. 
“For I delivered unto you first of all 
that which also I received: that Christ 
died for our sins according to the scrip- 
tures; and that he was buried; and that 
he hath been raised on the third day ac- 
cording to the scriptures.” 


+ In making the above assertion Paul 
tells us first of all of the authority of 
the gospel. He did not originate the mes- 
sage which he voiced. It was not the 
product of his own thinking, nor the 
child of his own imagination. It was re- 
ceived by him. He says, “For I delivered 
unto you first of all that which also I 
received.” 

He tells us in another place from whom 
he received it. In the letter to the Gala- 
tians he was writing to some who were 
disputing his authority. Settling the mat- 
ter once and forever, he says, “Paul, an 
apostle (not from men, neither through 
man, but through Jesus Christ, and God 
the Father, who raised him from the 
dead)” (Gal. 1:1). Later he says in that 
same chapter (vv. 11, 12), “For I make 
known to you, brethren, as touching the 
gospel which was preached by me, that it 
is not after man. For neither did I re- 
ceive it from man, nor was I taught it, 
but it came to me through revelation of 
Jesus Christ.” 

This gospel is not the gospel of men. 
It is the gospel of God. It did not grow 
out of the slowly unfolding experience 
of the human race, nor is it the prod- 
uct of man’s earthly wisdom. It is a, 
revelation, an unfolding of the divine 
heart and purpose and mind. That is 
a fact of tremendous importance.

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+ It is tremendously important first of 
all to those of us who declare the gospel. 
It means we can declare the gospel with 
assurance, conviction and certainty. 

Sometime ago I was visiting a woman 
who was sad and depressed, and I quoted 
several of the precious promises in the 
Word in an effort to comfort her. After 
listening she replied, “Well, it’s all very 
well for you to talk like that...” 

“But I’m not talking like that,” I an- 
swered. “This is God talking. This is His 
Word.” 

Because the writers of our Bible be- 
lieved this, they were able to speak as 
they did. They wrote about the most un- 
certain things in the most assured and 
certain manner. 

Take the matter of death. How uncer- 
tain men are about that! When ques- 
tioned about the reality of the future 
life they say, “I think so,” or “I hope 
so.” But how did the men talk who 
wrote this Book? “For we know that if 
the earthly house of our tabernacle be 
dissolved, we have a building from God, 
a house not made with hands, eternal, 
in the heavens” (II Cor. 5:1). How do 
we know that? Because God told us. 
This is His’ Word. 

Consider the matter of the end of the 
world. How little men know about that! 
But how do these men talk? “But the 
day of the Lord will come as a thief; 
in the which the heavens shall pass away 
with a great noise, and the elements 
shall be dissolved with fervent heat, and 
the earth and the works that are therein 
shall be burned up” (II Pet. 3:10). How 
could they know this beforehand? How 
can we know anything beforehand? God 
told them. This is His Word. 

Again, take the matter of God’s ulti- 
mate purpose for us. How ignorant men 
are of that! But John says, “Beloved, 
now are we children of God, and it is 
not yet made manifest, what we shall 
be. We know that, if he shall be mani- 
fested, we shall be like him; for we 
shall see him even as he is” (I John 3:2). 
How could he know that? Again I say, 
because God told him. This is His Word. 


+ TuHE fact that the gospel was not re- 
ceived from men but from God is also 
tremendously important to those of us 
who hear it. Ours is a confused and un- 
certain age. Man’s inventions are bring- 
ing him to the brink of disaster. New 
philosophies are destroying his moral and 
spiritual foundations. Fear is gripping 
him on every side. Is there any center 
to which he can look, any rock upon 
which he can stand, any word upon 
which he can count? 

Yes, the Word of God. “I delivered unto 
you that which I received.” We have a 
gospel with the divine imprimatur and 
therefore a gospel which has authority. 


+ Wuat Paul has to say concerns not 
only the authority of the gospel, but 
also its purpose. That purpose is that we 
might be saved. “By which ye are saved,” 
the reference reads, speaking in pres- 
ent tense. Literally the words are “by 
which we are being saved.” 

There are three tenses in the Chris- 
tian life, past, present and future. When 
I put my trust in Jesus Christ, I was 
saved in the sense of being forgiven; 
I passed from death unto life. But God 


is not satisfied merely to forgive me and 
take me to heaven. Heaven would not 
be heaven if I were to go there just as 
I am, So I am being saved. Day by day 
the Spirit of God lives in me to enable 
me to put off the old man and put on 
the new. I am being saved. 

I know a young girl who was adopted 
into a fine Christian family. They 
brought her into their home and gave 
her their name. But one day she broke 
their hearts. They could give her their 
name, but they couldn’t change her 
nature. They could make her a member 
of their household, but they couldn't 
make her like themselves. 

But what man can’t do, God is doing. 
He is making us like Himself. That is 
what He had in mind when He saved us. 
“For whom he foreknew, he also fore- 
ordained to be conformed tc the image 
of his Son, that he might be the first-

born among many brethren” (Rom. 8:29). 
And as we keep our eyes on Him and 
live our lives with Him, we are “trans- 
formed into the same image from glory 
to glory” (II Cor. 3:18). 

That’s the purpose of the gospel. God 
did not die for me in order that I might 
be enlightened concerning Him, or that 
I might know Him, but that I might be 
like Him. 

Is that going on in your life? Are you 
becoming tike Him? We know if we are 
making progress. We are being saved or 
lost. We are more like God, or more un- 
like Him, and the end of that is a chasm 
wide and deep and lasting. 































+ Paut’s words also suggest the peril of 
the gospel. Note them carefully: “Except 
ye believed in vain.” It is possible then 
to believe, and to believe in vain. 

We use that word “vain” in several 
ways. We speak about a person being 
vain, and we mean that he is conceited. 
We speak about an effort being in vain, 
and we mean it is useless. It is in this 
sense Paul uses the word here. We may 
believe in vain—to no purpose, to no 
end, with no result. 

I know of no tragedy greater than 
that. To be in Africa where one never

CROSS the nation every year, es- 
pecially in rural areas, scores of 
churches close their doors. Giving up 
the battle against waning interest and 
dwindling congregations, they lock up 
their buildings, some to become filling 
stations, granaries or country stores. 
Others fall into disuse, becoming hol- 
iow-eyed and empty skeletons, symbols 
of spiritual life which once existed but 
now seems dead. 

Challenged by communities without 
church services, Sunday schools or gos- 
pel testimony of any kind, various de- 
nominational and independent groups 
have been formed to remove the pad- 
locks from such churches and make 
them live again. 

The story on these pages concerns 
one of approximately a dozen churches 
reopened in recent years by AMOC 
the American Mission for Opening 
Closed Churches. This organization had 
its beginnings a decade ago in the foot- 
hills of New York's Adirondacks, when 
a rural pastor discovered several closed 
churches in needy areas. The burden 
on his heart was shared by others, and 
a work begun which has brought church 
and Sunday school as well as Bible clubs 
to a growing number of communities.

To many in Mount Morris it seemed that the old church would

People in Mount Morris, N.Y., would 
probably not agree as to just why the 
Bartist church closed ten years or more 
ago. Some might say it was because of 
liberal preaching; others perhaps that 
the church was old and tired. To Lewis 
Shirley. ex-G.I., the dark and silent 
church in a town which he felt needed a 
cospel testimony was a growing burden.

more than a decade away the night 

that Malla Moe met D. L. Moody. She 

was merely a dot in the great crowd 
as it streamed out of the tent, but sud- 
denly she found herself face to face with 
the stocky evangelist. 

Placing his hand on Malla’s shoulder, 
Moody asked a pointed question. “Are you 
saved?” he queried. 

“Yes,” she answered, assurance min- 
gling with her Norwegian accent. 

“Well then, ” said Moody, “why don’t 
you go to work?” 

That was the sum total of the conver- 
sation, but today, more than sixty years 
later, its effect is still felt in the life and 
testimony of one of Africa’s veteran mis- 
sionaries. Without the record of her fifty- 
eight years of fruitful labor, the mission- 
ary story of Swaziland and the Union of 
South Africa would be quite incomplete. 

Throughout this portion of Africa new 
missionaries, urged by the older workers, 
are eager to meet the short, gray-haired 
Malla Moe. Africans, too, know this serv- 
ant of the Lord. 

“Inkosazana Moe!” they are likely to

exclaim. “She is a real missionary for 
Christ!” 

It is her keen passion for the souls of 
men and women which has won the 
admiration of so many. Her incessant 
pleading with the unsaved wherever she 
finds them has driven many a missionary 
to his knees to pray for a similar burden. 


+ Matta Moe’s call to Africa came 
through Fredrik Franson, founder of 
what is now the Evangelical Alliance Mis- 
sion. Three years after her arrival in the 
Dark Continent, God gave her choice 
fruit—a young African who had been 
given the name Pelapela (pepper) be- 
cause of his fondness for pepper in his 
food. 

Pelapela came to Malla one evening in 
northern Swaziland where she was then 
teaching. Though he was looking for 
work, Malla soon discovered that his 
great need was salvation, and God used 
her to win the young man to Christ. 

The young convert’s surrender was 
complete. “I give myself to God,” he 
testified as he was about to be baptized. 
“I will never go to work for the white 
people again for money. I will work for 
God forever.” 

Upon his baptism Pelapela received a 
new name. 

“Jesus had one favorite apostle. John,” 
Inkosazana Moe had explained. “Shall I

call you John?” That was fifty-five years 
ago. 

Today pastor John Gamede is the con- 
sistent servant of God, whom he has 
served down through the years along 
with Malla Moe. 

Although her tactics in personal work 
are not always appreciated by fellow mis- 
sionaries, it is a matter of record that her 
faithful labors as she feels led of God 
have brought results. Among those 
reached through her forceful testimony 
was the boy Inja (dog) who frequented 
Malla’s station at Bethel. 

“Inja,” she told him often, “you must 
get saved and get a new name.” 

For months the words seemed un- 
heeded. Then Inja appeared among those 
gathered to bid her farewell as she pre- 
pared to leave on furlough in 1903. 

“Why did you come?” Inkosazana Moe 
asked. 

“I want to be saved,” was the answer. 

“But,” Malla asked, “I left Umfundisi 
Dawson at Bethel. Why didn’t you accept 
Christ with him?” 

“No, Inkosazana, you are the one who 
preached to me,” Inja insisted. 

And thus it was that Malla helped the 
African boy find Christ. When she re- 
turned from furlough it was her great joy 
to learn that Inja, now named Tshongwe, 
had become a faithful worker for the 
Lord in her own mission.

+ Matta Moe was working at Bulunga in 
northern Swaziland when John Gamede 
suggested that she labor for Christ in 
southern Swaziland. Impressed with the 
opportunities and need in this field, she 
found a good location for a mission sta- 
tion. But her next efforts met with disap- 
pointment: the owner of the farm on 
which the proposed station would be lo- 
cated refused to grant permission. 

Finally God intervened. One of the 
owner’s children sickened and died. Miss 
Moe visited the home and helped the 
mother into the light of the gospel. Then 
through the testimony and influence of 
this new convert, the necessary per- 
mission was received. 

This was the beginning of Bethel Mis- 
sion station, established in 1896. Until the 
prevent day it has been inseparably 
linked with Malla Moe. Only three times 
curing her fifty-eight years in Africa has 
she returned to America for furloughs. 
Her last was more than twenty-seven 
years ago. 

Even at the turn of the century, during 
the tragic Boer War, Malla stayed at her 
station, leading souls to Christ. Through- 
out this time she leaned upon the advice 
of Fredrik Franson. 

“Tf the natives won’t listen to you—fast 
and pray.” he had told Miss Moe and 
other Africa-bound candidates on the 
night before their departure. “If you can’t 
eet the language—fast and pray. If you 
are sick—fast and pray. If you have no

food—fast and pray.” 

The years of the Boer War were times 
of rich sifting and testing at the hand of 
God, and such advice was sorely needed. 
Food supplies and other necessities were 
not easily obtained, while support from 
overseas was cut to a bare trickle. 
Malla still rejoices to report that “I just 
threw seeds into the ground and they 
grew.” Like an enthusiastic farmer, she 
recalls that “sweet potatoes came up as 
big as cabbages.” Every unfortunate hour 
brought praise to God. “We had God 
only,” she says. “God was our Superin- 
tendent. God was everything.” 

Once two Boer soldiers were sent to 
Bethel with strict orders not to leave 
until Miss Moe had left the station. “The 
Boers are here to take me,” she told John 
Gamede. “I'll not go. They can kill me.” 

Gamede, however, had also learned 
Franson’s prayer lesson, taught and lived 
by Malla. “Go,” he told her, “and we will 
pray you back.” Within a month Malla 
had returned to Bethel. The lesson of 
“fast and pray” had paid its dividends. 

Twice during the war General Allenby 
visited Miss Moe, the second time unac- 
companied. “I know he came to have me 
pray with him,” Malla recalls, “but he 
was such a big man and I was such a 
little country girl, I neither prayed with 
him nor talked to him about the Lord.” 
This failure troubled her so much that 
she was led to her knees in confession, 
where she also made a promise. “If You

forgive me, Lord,” she said, “I will never F 
let anyone else—big or small—come tof 
Bethel without talking to them about 
Christ and praying with them.” 


+ IF you could visit Bethel today, ith 


would soon be evident that the scanty — c 


years of the Boer War have passed. Hos- & 
pitality is not merely a duty to Malla 
Moe, but a downright joy. She insists that 
God is never in a hurry—nor should His # 
servants be. Therefore a visit to Bethe > 
means plenty to eat and time spent int 
fellowship with the Lord.

+ THIs year Malla Moe will celebrate haf 
eighty-ninth birthday. Bergen, Norway, 
was the scene of both her natural and 
new birth in Christ. Her parents were 
faithful church members, but apparently 
had not experienced the real life which 
comes through vital, living faith in 
Christ. “I suppose,” she says, “they would 
have been saved had there been someone 
to help them.” Without question her 
parents’ failure to experience salvation 
has increased her concern for winning 
the lost. 

Her own conversion had its roots in the 
death-bed plea of an aunt, who begged 
her niece to meet her in heaven. The 
devil had sought to delude Malla with 
the thought, “You are just like all the 
others. Try the world. See what it is 
like.” That is just what she had done, 
but the emptiness of life without Chris! 
could not satisfy her soul. Consequentl 
at fifteen she cried out to God, “Hel) 
me not to die before I get saved.” God 
gracicusly moved upon her heart and 
drew her straying soul unto Himself.

APABLE teachers are always in demand. This is true in 
general with respect to volunteer, part-time teachers, such 
| as those who carry the burden of instruction in the Sunday 
school. It is also true of full-time teachers who minister 


' inelementary and secondary Christian schools, Bible institutes, 
colleges and seminaries. 


Reactions toward teaching, whether for a livelihood or as a 


have no interest in it for themselves; others would like to 
teach but feel unqualified; still others have both the ability 
and the desire. 

In addition to those recruited from the third group, there 
are many in the second-named category who would also enter 
the teaching field provided they were to receive proper en- 
couragement and guidance. Their needs are uppermost in my 
mind as I write. 


I 
What kind of preparation is necessary in order to become 


' an effective teacher? Broadly speaking, two kinds of equip- 


ment should be recognized: that which is obtained from God 
and that which comes from man. For our purposes, let us 
consider them in reverse order. 

On the human side, knowledge must first be acquired. This 
must in turn be organized and settled through thought. Then 
it must be communicated to others. With respect to divine 
enduement, both the gift of teaching and special enablement 
in answer to prayer must be recognized. 

Knowledge is basic. A teacher who knows his subject com- 
mands respect. In fact, many who do not profess to know 


anything about the techniques of education are eminently suc- 
cessful teachers just because they are so full of their subject 
that their hearers hang on their words and ignore any defi- 
ciencies of presentation. 

A good teacher will gather more information than he is able 
to use for the immediate occasion. He will take time to sift 
and select what he has accumulated, retaining what is best for 
his purpose and organizing it. Then he will meditate on it 
and make it his own. Unless this is done, a class will readily 
detect the off-hand, shoddy preparation, and the lesson will 
fail to carry conviction. 

Excess material need not be wasted; it may be just what is 
needed on another occasion. A simple filing system will pre- 
serve it for future use along with illustrations. From the very 
beginning of your experience, you should aim to get the mate- 
rial so well in hand that the use of notes will be unnecessary, 
except for quotations. 


II 

Now we are ready for presentation. Here two sets of factors 
must be considered, the one centering in the teacher, the other 
in the class. Such things as posture, dress, pitch and modula- 
tion of voice will either help or hinder communication of the 
lesson. Flippancy or egotism will simply ruin it. The face 
reveals the soul, and when it presents a pleasant yet earnest 
mien, it contributes to conveyance of the truth: 

When a teacher excels in all three areas—those of acquisi- 
t.on, thought, and exp:ession—his influence is bound to be far- 
reaching. The great Dr. Lightfoot, himself a notable teacher,

Adams, is an admirable survey of history and geography, 
with good maps and photographs. Halley’s Pocket Bible 
Handbook is a small, inexpensive manual crammed with 
useful material. 

In the field of Bible study, A. T. Pierson’s Knowing the 
Scriptures (Zondervan) and G. Campbell Morgan’s Living 
Messages of the Books of the Bible (Revell, 2 vols.) will give 
direction and insight. 

Some book on Bible difficulties should be at hand. For 
general purposes W. L. Pettingill’s Bible Questions An- 
swered will suffice. For those who must meet the intellectual 
problems of the student world, a good volume is T. C. 
Hammond’s Reasoning Faith (IVCF). 

Commentaries are available in abundance. The six volume 
set by Jamieson, Fausset, and Brown is a standard work of 
proved value. For instruction in the art of teaching, one 
should secure either Clarence H. Benson’s The Christian 
Teacher (Moody Press) or C. B. Eavey’s Principles of 
Teaching for Christian Teachers (Zondervan). Finally, L. S. 
Chafer’s He That Is Spiritual (Moody Press) will open up 
the subject of the teaching ministry of the Holy Spirit.

That 
Verse!

COULD no more learn Bible verses than I could build a 
skyscraper!” someone remarked the other day. 


But people build skyscrapers every day—people who 
know how. And people memorize Scripture every day. 
Naturally it’s also easiest for those who have know-how 
in this field. 

What is there to know about learning verses? Well, 
here are a few ideas based on facts psychologists have 
discovered about learning. Let’s apply them to the task 
of memorizing Scripture. 

1. Satisfaction will help you learn. Every Christian 
should get satisfaction out of memorizing Scripture. In 
committing Bible passages to memory you obey one of 
God's direct commands (Prov. 7:3). At the same time 
you add to your knowledge of truth; you increase your 
capacity to appreciate and enjoy the Word of God, and 
you bring a portion of the Scriptures within your reach 
for any circumstances at any time of day or night. Keep 
these advantages in mind, and learning will be easier 
because you will want to learn. 

2. Understanding will help you learn. What does the 
verse mean? Read its context. Discover who said it, why 
he said it and to whom it was said. 

For example, take Matthew 4:4: “But he [Jesus] 
answered and said, It is written, Man shall not live by 
bread alone, but by every word that proceedeth out of 
the mouth of God.” To whom is Christ speaking? What 
was the occasion? Whom did He quote (Deut. 8:3)? 
What does the verse mean? 

As you begin to grasp the verse’s meaning, remember- 
ing will be comparatively simple. 

3. Possessing will help you learn. Perhaps you have a 
verse you would like to learn—say John 13:35: “By this 
shall all men know that ye are my disciples, if ye have 
love one to another.” After answering the questions men- 
tioned above, ask yourself where this verse belongs in 
your pattern of Bible knowledge? Is it a salvation verse 
you should have at hand for witnessing? Is it one which 
holds a promise? Is it a verse which tells how a Christian 
ought to live? Fit the verse into your thinking, make it 
your own for future use, and learning will be easier. 

There you have three ways of analyzing verses. In 
addition, here is a bonus hint that may be helpful. 
Memorize only a few minutes at a time—ten minutes on 
the way to work, ten minutes at noon, ten minutes while 
traveling home again. You’ll enjoy those three brief 
periods more than a longer time of unremitting work. 
Your mind will be more keen. Your enthusiasm will be 
greater. 

Apply these principles to three verses you have wanted 
to learn. Write each passage and the reference on a 
card which you can carry with you. Then analyze what. 
they mean to you and fix them in your memory. 

After learning, remember that the next thing is to use 
your verses. Share them with other Christians. Quote 
them when you witness. Repeat them in time of per- 
sonal trial. Only constant use will keep them fresh and 
clear and precious to your mind and heart. 
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ceptor, Dr. Prince Lee:

The class, of course, is on the receiving end. Certain factors ff 
must be at work there if the lesson is to be effective. The first f 
condition of learning is desire. The student must be in sym- 
pathy with the very idea of learning in order to progress. A 
resisting attitude—most likely to appear at the adolescent | 
level—sets up a mental block that can be virtually impassable. 
Prayer and personal interest in the pupil, getting his viewpoint 
and winning his confidence, offer the most promising means | - 
of surmounting this barrier. a 

Another factor is apperception, in the sense of possessing a 
background sufficient to make the lesson material intelligible. © 
If the teacher and the pupil are moving in two entirely 
different thought worlds, there is no meeting of minds. 

A third essential is attention. Appearances can be deceiving 
here. We have all heard stories about pioneer missionaries F 
who rejoiced to note the rapt attention of their audiences, only 
to discover afterward that something about the missionary’s 
person or dress was attracting notice instead of the message. 
On the other hand, some people are so constituted that they F 
can take in a great deal even when they seem not to be a 
listening at all. Attention is easiest to get and to maintain inf 
quie!; surroundings and with a class that is not too large. : 

A vital part of the learning process is observation. Most of 4 
us can walk through the woods and fields with only a general & 
impression of the growing things about us. But the botanist F 
sees things which we overlook, because he has trained himself 
to be on the alert for them. Similarly, the majority of people 
skim over the text’ of the Bible. A teacher must help them tof) 
see what is there, telling them what to look for. To this end 
it is helpful to have a Bible in everyone’s hand and to go} 
slowly and repeat the points which need emphasis, until they © 
finally register. é 

A step which is closely related to observation is comprehen- 
sion. It is one thing to have the truth called to our attention; | 
it is another thing to grasp it. Jesus was not content to open® 
the Scriptures to His disciples (Luke 24:44). He went on to é 
open their minds that they might understand those Scriptures | 
(Luke 24:45). Every teacher longs to hear the words, “I see it © 
now.” If one approach does not let in the light, explore another 
avenue. We have need of patience. % 

After comprehension comes reflection or meditation. As one > 
turns a flashing jewel between the fingers to catch its every = 
facet of glory, so will the eager soul who has discovered some 
precious truth ponder it and experience the glow of it in his> 
own spirit. This activity involves correlation, the integrating F 
of new material with what has been already learned. i 

Last of all is application, putting the lesson to work, living & 
it out, testifying to others concerning what we ourselves have wy 
received. This is the acid test. John expressed this thought ® 
when he wrote, “I have no greater joy than to hear that mh 
children walk in truth.” ;

So much for the human element in the teacher’s equipment. F 
What of the divine? In a sense, all comes from God, yet it 
remains true that a radical difference divides the teacher off 
Christian truth from others. Jesus Christ, the supreme Teach-f 
er, promised His disciples on the night before He suffered that 
after His departure to the Father He would send another 
Comforter or Helper. Above all else, [Continued on page 499] 
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Notable Books on 
the Resurrection of Christ 


NLY one religion in the world, old or new, great or small, 
O can rightly claim, and does claim, that its founder was 
raised from the dead in His own body. The tombs of Moham- 
med, Buddha, Abraham, Mary Baker Eddy, Brigham Young are 
visited by thousands of their respective followers every year. 


If one will just open the Cumulative Index of Printed Books 
for any year, or series of years, and look under the word 
resurrection (of course we are not talking about a title of 
fiction, a piece of imagination, but of historical facts), he will 
discover, even in this naturalistic and materialistic age, that 
not only do books on the resurrection of Christ constantly flow 
from our presses, but that no book in any language ever ap- 
pears devoted to the investigation of the resurrection of any- 
one else than Jesus Christ. 


The following list includes only a small number of the many 
hundreds of books written down through the ages on the 
resurrection of Christ, but I trust that these are, for the most 
part, works acknowledged to be among the more important 
issued during the nineteenth and twentieth centuries. If one 
has all or most of these volumes in his library, he will need 
practically nothing else on the resurrection throughout his 
ministry. 


Westcott, Brooke Foss: The Gospel of the Resurrection. 
London: Macmillan, 1st ed., 1867. xxxiii, 261 pages.

Milligan, William: The Resurrection of Our Lord. New York: 
Macmillan, 1917, 4th ed. xiii, 318 pages. 


By a professor of Divinity and Biblical Criticism in the 
University of Aberdeen, this is definitely one of the out- 
standing books on the resurrection to be published in the 
last eighty years. Read especially the chapters on “Theories 
Opposed to the Fact of the Resurrection of Our Lord,” 
“Bearing of the Resurrection of Our Lord Upon Christian 
Life and Hope,” and “Bearing of the Resurrection of Our 
Lord on the Church and the World.” 


The Gospel of a Risen Saviour. Edin- 
burgh: T. & T. Clark, 1892. xv, 376 pages, with an exhaustive 
index. 


This remarkable volume is hardly known in this country. 
In many ways it is unique. For every chapter there is an 
extensive bibliography of English, French and German titles. 
The subjects dealt with are generally of a more profound 
nature than those in most such books. The concluding nine 
chapters have the following suggestive titles: ‘“‘The Demon- 
stration of the Spirit—Christ Risen in the History of the 
Church,” “The Demonstration of the Critics—the Risen 
Saviour Among the Doctors,” “The Risen Saviour—the Gos- 
pel Regarding God,” “The Risen Saviour—the Gospel Re- 
garding Man,” “The Risen Saviour as the Reconciler,” “The 
Risen Saviour as Master-Moralist,” “The Risen Saviour and 
His Gospel Regarding the Body,” “The Risen Saviour as a 
Quickening Spirit,” “The Risen Saviour Shedding Light on 
the Last Things.”

By a master of Trinity Hall, Cambridge. For the most part, 
this work is taken up with an exhaustive, scholarly consid- 
eration of the appearances of our Lord, including a long 
chapter on the empty tomb, and an exhaustive discussion of 
“The Witness of the Grave Clothes,” running for 65 pages. 
Included is a good chapter on the relation of the resurrec- 
tion to the Day of Pentecost.

This is by all means 
one of the outstanding books on the resurrection to be pub- 
lished during the twentieth century.

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A Good Story About | 
Joseph Parker 


t the Keswick Convention in the summer of 1951, my dear 
friend Fred Mitchell, chairman of the convention coun- 
cil, and also home director of the China Inland Mission, gave 
four Bible readings on the Book of Revelation. These have 
since been published in an attractive booklet bearing the title, 
The Lamb Upon His Throne. In this volume is an incident 
from the life of Dr. Joseph Parker which I had never seen be- 
fore, though I have read after Parker for years. It is well 
worth repeating: 

When the time for reading Scripture came one Sunday 
morning in the City Temple, London, where he exercised his 
great ministry, Dr. Joseph Parker left the Book closed on 
the pulpit desk. He said, “Some have found fault with me. 
They say I am old-fashioned and out of date; I am always 
quoting the Bible; why not turn to science this morning. 

“There is a poor widow here who has lost her only son. 
She wants to know if she will see him again. Science shall 
give the answer, and I will put the Book away.” So he took 
the Book and put it on the seat behind. “Will this woman 
see her son again? Where is he? Does death end all? What 
has science to say?” Here a long pause. “We are waiting 
for an answer, the woman is anxious.” Another long pause. 
“The woman’s heart is breaking. Science must speak. 
Nothing to say? Surely? Then we must take the Book,” 
and here he reverently replaced it, and with great delibera- 
tion opened it and read: “I shall go to him, but he shall not 
return to me ... The dead shall arise . . . for this corruptible 
must put on incorruption, and this mortal must put on im- 
mortality. O death, where is thy sting ...I saw the dead, 
small and great, stand before God.” 

Then, closing the Book, and patting it affectionately, he 
said, “We will stick to the Book!” 


Medicine in the Bible 


Nn the nineteenth century, two or three more or less impor- 

tant volumes on the diseases of the Bible, and on the phys- 
ical aspects of Christ’s death, were published, as well as the 
very famous book by Hobart, The Medical Language of St. 
Luke. In the twentieth century, the most notable contribu- 
tion to this subject was the book by A. H. Mackay, The Disease 
and Remedy of Sin, to which I never see any reference in con- 
temporary literature. 


However, the most extensive volume on this subject, of an 
encyclopedic nature, has just been published by the Philo- 
sophical Library in New York, The Physician Examines the 
Bible, by C. Raimer Smith, B.S., M.D., D.N.B., a work of ap- 
proximately four hundred pages. This is really an exhaustive 
catalog of everything pertaining to the human body, its dis- 
eases, medicines, and the miracles of healing referred to in 
the Old and New Testaments. The material is well indexed. 


I am not commending the theology of this book, nor some of 
its strange statements about biblical passages, e.g., the very 
peculiar interpretation of the brazen serpent. In spite of the 
fact that the author does believe in the miracles of Christ, 
that there was demon possession, and that Christ did rise from 
the dead, if one will use this volume only as a clue to all sub- 
jects relating to health and disease and the human body, and 
ignore his peculiar theological and exegetical interpretations, 
he will find it a very helpful work. Chapter 4, “Alcoholic 
Liquors and the Bible” (pp. 136-138), is especially helpful. I 
like his words concerning the sanity of Christ: 


Some people have written an opinion that Christ was in- 
sane; that He had a type of insanity with delusions of 
grandeur; delusions where the insane individual thinks he 
is some famous personage, as Caesar, Napoleon, etc. How- 
ever, I have seen many insane persons with delusions of 
grandeur, but I have yet to hear one of them say anything 
that would remotely resemble the Sermon on the Mount. 


The Law of the Land 


NE of the most acute problems in the State of Israel at the 
present time, involving both religious and economic fac- 

tors, is what is called the Shemittah, otherwise known as the 
year of release, the name for the law found in Leviticus 25:1-7 
(and earlier in Exodus 23:10, 11), commanding the people of 
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Israel to refrain from sowing, cultivating and reaping every 
seventh year while they are in the land. Inasmuch as this 
law is more than something of antiquarian interest, and is a 
subject about which few Christians today give any extended 
consideration, I thought that perhaps some notes on this pas- 
sage might be of interest to my readers. 


First of all, let us have before us the wonderful words of 
Professor Delitzsch, whose Commentary on the Pentateuch, 
written with his colleague C. F. Keil, still remains an inex- 
haustible mine of good things: 


The intention of this law was not so much to secure the 
physical recreation of both the land and people, however 
useful and necessary this might be for men, animals, and 
land in this sublunary world; but the land was to keep Sab- 
bath to the Lord in the seventh year. In the sabbatical year 
the land, which the Lord had given to His people, was to 
observe a period of holy rest and refreshment to its Lord and 
God, just as the congregation did on the Sabbath day; and 
the hand of man was to be withheld from the fields and 
fruit gardens from working them, that they might yield their 
produce for his use. The earth was to be saved from the 
hand of man exhausting its power for earthly purposes as 
his own property, and to enjoy the holy rest with which God 
had blessed the earth and all its productions after the 
creation. 

From this, Israel, as the nation of God, was to learn, on 
the one hand, that although the earth was created for man, 
it was not merely created for him to draw out its powers for 
his own use, but also to be holy to the Lord, and participate 
in His blessed rest; and on the other hand, that the great 
purpose for which the congregation of the Lord existed, did 
not consist in the uninterrupted tilling of the earth, con- 
nected with bitter labor in the sweat of his brow (Gen. 
3:17, 19), but in the peaceful enjoyment of the fruits of the 
earth, which the Lord their God had given them, and would 
give them still without the labor of their hands, if they strove 
to keep His covenant and satisfy themselves with His grace 
(Keil and Delitzsch: Biblical Commentary on the Old Tes- 
tament, Vol. II: The Pentateuch. Edinburgh, 1887, p. 457). 


Nowhere in the entire record of Israel’s residence in the 
land, from the days of the entrance under Joshua, to the end 
of the kingdom of Judah, is there any specific statement that 
this law of the land was observed. It probably was, but it is 
not so stated. It is hard to believe that in the entire reigns of 
David and Solomon there should not have been a remembrance 
of this elaborate statute, and yet some believe that it was 
never observed. 


In Leviticus 26:34 and 35, we read: “Then shall the land 
enjoy its sabbaths, as long as it lieth desolate, and ye are in 


your enemies’ land; even then shall the land rest, and enjoy . 


its sabbaths. As long as it lieth desolate it shall have rest, 
even the rest which it had not in your sabbaths, when ye dwelt 
upon it.” - 


Now, if we turn to the end of the book of Chronicles, we are 
told that the carrying away of the Jews to Babylon was “to 
fulfill the word of Jehovah by the mouth of Jeremiah, until 
the land had enjoyed its sabbaths: for as long as it lay deso- 
late it kept sabbath. to fulfill threescore and ten years” 
(II Chron. 36:21). The reference here, of course, is to the 
classic, well-known passage of the prediction of the seventy 
years in captivity in Jeremiah 25:12. 


There are three interpretations of this statement in Chron- 
icles. One is that the seventy years’ captivity, during which 
the land lay desolate, stands for seventy sabbatical years 
which were not observed as the Mosaic law commanded, which 
would mean a total period of four hundred and ninety years, 
extending from the latter part of the days of the Judges down 
to Nebuchadnezzar’s invasion. 


Zockler, in his commentary on Chronicles, says: “The whole 
statement is only approximate; it is in no way fitted to be the 
basis of any calculations, whether of the number of sabbath 
years neglected until the exile. or of the point from which 
these acts of neglect date.” 


With the loss of their sovereignty, it is to be expected the 
Jews would not be permitted, even if they so chose, to obey this 
land law. “It could hardly be adhered to in a period when the 
Roman tax collector insisted upon the payment of the land 
tax every year ... At the end of the third century, R. Yannai 
publicly proclaimed the abolition of the sabbatical year because 
of the Roman tax” (Salo Withmayer Baron: A Social and 
Religious History of the Jews, New York, 1937; Vol. I, p. 279). 


Rabbinical scholars down through the Middle Ages insisted 
that the law would hold good for the Jews when they returned 
to Palestine. With the rise of the Zionist movement in the 
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latter part of the nineteenth century, and the establishing of 
Jewish colonies in the land of promise, the question became 
acute, and a vigorous debate was carried on, sometimes with 
great fury, with some Jewish groups insisting that the Shemit- 
tah could not be enforced under modern conditions, and others 
demanding that it must be. 


Tradition among the Jews says that the first Shemittah 
year occurred sixteen years after their entrance into Palestine 
under Joshua. The year 1888-1889, which in the Jewish cal- 
endar was designated as 5649, was a Shemittah year, and so 
acute became the discussion regarding this law that the ques- 
tion was submitted to the chief rabbis of Europe and Palestine. 
Rabbi Itzhak Elhanan Spector of Kovno proposed the follow- 
ing: 

“If a formal sale of all land to Gentiles were carried out 
prior to the Shemittah year, it would be permissible to till 
the land during the seventh year, provided Gentile labor 
were used exclusively.” Based on precedents, this attempt to 
permit, by means of an “evasion,” an explicit commandment, 
was inspired by the great importance these rabbis attached 
to the settlement of Israel, in itself a great mitzvah. 

But the Ashkenazic rabbis in Jerusalem opposed any such 
compromise as this, and issued the following declaration: 


“As the year of the Shemittah, 5649, is drawing nigh, we 
inform our brethren the colonists that, according to our 
religion, they are not permitted to plow or sow or reap, or 
allow Gentiles to perform these agricultural operations on 
their fields (except such work as may be necessary to keep 
the trees in a healthy state, which is legally permitted). In- 
asmuch as the colonists have hitherto endeavored to obey 
God’s law, they will, we trust, not violate this biblical com- 
mand. By order of the bet din of the Ashkenazim at Jeru- 
salem.” 

Donations were collected in Germany for the support of the 
Jews in Palestine who would observe that year according to the 
Mosaic law. The great Baron Rothschild ordered the colonists 
in the areas which he had established in Palestine to cease 
work during that year. 


From that first Shemittah year after the resettlement of the 
Jews in Palestine, the problem has remained a subject for 
heated discussion. This new year, beginning in November, 
1951, in the Hebrew calendar the year 5712, is a Shemittah 
year, and what to do regarding the law in the farms now occu- 
pying thousands of acres tilled by Jews is indeed a serious 
problem, especially since Arab labor is not available, as it once 
was, should it be decided that the land can be tilled by non- 
Jews. 


In 1944 and 1945, for the first time in modern history, the 
rabbis gave detailed instructions regarding every phase of 
agricultural work, and went so far as to say that if the land 
was sown with machines it would not be a violation of the 
original Mosaic code. Others insisted that at least one field in 
every village area should be excluded from formal sale, and 
that there the laws of the Shemittah are to be observed “as a 
token.” 


The extreme orthodox workers in Israel today are literally 
observing the Shemittah year. A long article by Joseph 
Heinemann in Israel Speaks for November 9, 1951, concludes 
with the following statement: 


Certainly so long as the state of Israel is not firmly estab- 
lished economically, and the absorption of mass immigration 
not fully achieved, any suggestion of full observance is un- 
realistic. Even when the state will have attained full pros- 
perity and security, Shemittah observance in its original 
form can only be considered feasible if the entire economic 
a _— country is organized in a comprehensive “Seven 

ear Plan.” 


Let me conclude this discussion with a passage from that 
wonderfully rich Commentary on Leviticus, by the sainted 
Andrew A. Bonar (4th ed., London, 1861, p. 447). 


There is much groaning under human misery, but there is 
little groaning under a sense of deep dishonor done to God. 
There is, too, now and then, a longing to be at rest ourselves; 
but rarely do you find souls who are groaning in sympathy 
with all creation. A Jeremiah may be found. weeping not 
for himself, but for “the slain of the daughter of his people”; 
but where shall we find a heart so large as Paul describes: 
“Not they only, but ourselves also, who have the first-fruits 
of the Spirit, even we ourselves groan within ourselves,” 
through excessive longing for a world’s deliverance? O to 
hear earth’s hills and valleys ringing with hallelujahs that 
come from souls reposing with true sabbatic rest on their 
God, while all creation listens in sabbatic peace and serenity! 
One of our own poets has sung of this expected time, when 
the praise of Him who giveth rest to the weary, and who 
then Himself enters fully on His glorious rest, shall be the 
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daily employment of nations in every land. 


“The time of rest, the promised Sabbath comes! 
* x Xe % % * ** & 


Rivers of gladness water ali the earth, 

And clothe all climes with beauty. The reproach 

Of barrenness is past. The fruitful field 

Laughs with abundance; and the land, once lean, 

Or fertile only in its own disgrace, 

Exults to see its thistly curse repealed. 

The various seasons woven into one, 

And that one season an eternal spring, 

The garden feels no blight; and needs no fence, 

For there is none to covet—all are full. 

The lion, and the leopard, and the bear 

Graze with the fearless flocks ... 

One song employs all nations; and all cry, 

‘Worthy the Lamb, for He was slain for us!’ 

The dwellers in the vales and on the rocks 

Shout to each other, and the mountain-tops 

From distant mountains catch the flying joy; 

Till, nation after nation taught the strain, 

Earth rolls the rapturous Hosanna round.”

“The Midnight Cry” 


NE of the most remarkable pronouncements ever to issue 
O from the Salvation Army in its one hundred years of 
history has just appeared in The War Cry for November 10, 
1951, from the heart of General Albert Osborn, the command- 
ing head of the Salvation Army for the world. 


Throughout its history, the Army has not emphasized Chris- 
tian doctrine, and for this reason some of its men*not properly 
instructed in the Christian faith, entering our universities for 
special studies, have been swept from the foundation which is 
in Christ. This is being corrected. The Army has not been 
earnestly interested, except for a few individuals, in the great 
truth of the Lord’s return. This makes the pronouncement of 
the General all the more significant. 


I do not need to make any comment on this, but would like 
to place before my readers this entire declaration, which is 
preceded by three quotations: 


“The people shall be troubled at midnight, and pass away” 
(Job 34:20). 

“At midnight there was a cry made” (Matt. 25:6). 

“Whether he shall come at even, or at midnight” (Mark 
13:35). 


Our next world-wide campaign, in the year 1952, will be 
called “The Midnight Cry.” Five years ago the Army rallied 
to the call and fought, with the blessing of God, the success- 
ful “Fighting Faith” campaign. I am persuaded that Salva- 
tionists everywhere will also catch the significance and fulfill 
the purpose of our new crusade. 


“What time is it?” is a question put by millions every day. 
If we could imagine a great clock whose hands recorded the 
passing of the hours of light and darkness in the moral and 
spiritual history of mankind, what would we read there? Are 
we living in days of righteousness, God-fearing, and the 
clear shining of faith? What think you: are the nations 
standing in the brightness of His glory, whose reign is one 
of truth and peace? Would my contemporaries say that the 
state of the world is better now than it was, say fifty years 
ago? Or would they agree with me that aside from scien- 
tific developments and improvements—ignoring for the mo- 
ment the detrimental effects of some scientific advances— 
the world is uneasy, restless, frightened and troubled, and 
over wide areas, very dark? 


The “rulers of the darkness of this world” think themselves 
secure in their seats of authority and are arrogant in their 
use of power without reference or deference to God. If it 
was true years ago, as someone wrote, that “the world’s dark 
night is hastening on,” what of the present time? Darker 
and darker grows the night. It is my conviction that the 
world’s clock is nearly at midnight. 5 


And as the world lies in darkness it is unfortunately true 
that the lamps of Christian witness are not so numerous or 
so clear as they ought to be. “Our Lord delays His coming” 
is a sign of a lampless and lethargic carelessness. against 
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which we must sound an alarm in God’s holy mountain, 
“Awake! Awake! The King is at hand!” 


All this does not mean that we have worked out a time 
schedule for the Lord’s return. Salvationists are not dis- 
posed by their history, their doctrine, or their spiritual 
understanding to formulate exact or extreme theories about 
the second advent or the Millennium. Nevertheless, we be- 
lieve profoundly and we look with earnest expectation to the 


coming of the Lord and to the reign of peace and right-’ 


eousness. 


We are at present alarmed for the state of mankind. We 
believe the ancient truth, “The people shall be troubled at 
midnight, and pass away.” And we also call to mind the 
parable of the ten virgins: “At midnight there was a cry 
made, Behold, the bridegroom cometh; go ye out to meet 
him.” This is not an alarmist or pessimistic message. The 
night is real, the midnight dark and menacing, but the 
morning cometh! 

I call upon Salvationists everywhere to read the Bible, 
especially the words of the Lord Jesus on these significant 
issues. Think and pray until, with eyes cleared of selfish, 
earth-bound mists, you see the signs of the times, the chal- 
lenge of evil, and the exceeding greatness of the Saviour’s 
power and glory. Then, Bible in hand, set your trumpet to 
your lips, and lift up your voices in “The Midnight Cry!” 
until, like the jailer in another midnight, men cry, ‘“Men and 
brethren, what must I do to be saved?” 


May God speed and bless your message in His name. 


Note: In the Handbook of Salvation Army Doctrine (New 
York, 1923), there is a clear statement concerning the return 
of Christ (pp. 150-152), ending with these words: “Consider- 
able differences of opinion exist among God’s people upon mat- 
ters connected with the promised return of Jesus Christ, and 
among these differing views the Army does not undertake to 
decide which is true. Many prophecies of future events are 
reasonably open to different interpretations.”

Recently there has come into my possession, through a dear 
friend of many years, John H. Hunter, now living in Pacific 
Grove, Calif., two quarto-size volumes devoted exclusively to 
the famous Torrey-Alexander meetings conducted in Australia 
in 1902. One is the Outlook Illustrated Mission Memento, de- 
voted to the great campaign in New Zealand (56 pages, three 
columns to a page). The other is the Torrey-Alexander sou- 
venir number of The Southern Cross, September 10, 1902 (100 
pages measuring 14% x 915 inches) —the most extensive report 
of Dr. Torrey’s evangelistic sermons contained in any volume 
that has appeared in print. 


The remarkable thing about these two volumes is the illus- 
trations. As far as my knowledge of this type of literature goes, 
no campaign of Mr. Moody’s, or of Billy Sunday’s, ever had is- 
sued at that time such a series of photographs of the audiences, 
and the leaders and committees sponsoring these meetings, as 
is found in these two books. 


As I have turned these pages, my own heart has been greatly 
moved to pray more consistently for.a real revival to fall upon 
our land. There is hardly any printed work that will stir one’s 
soul so deeply in the matter of evangelism as the pages of these 
two rarely seen volumes. Apart from™ my own copies, the only 
others now available, of which I am aware, are in the library 
of Moody Bible Institute. 


In the volume of The Southern Cross, I came upon a state- 
ment by Dr. R. A. Torrey on the inexhaustibility of the Scrip- 
tures which I thought perhaps many of my readers would like 
to have on file, or perhaps copy into the margin of the Bible 
they use for notes. It reads as follows: 


I know the Bible is the Word of God because of its in- 
exhaustible depth. All that is finite is fathomable. The Bible 
is unfathomakle. Whatever man has produced, man can ex- 
haust; but no man, no generation of men, not all the tens 
of thousands of men together that have devoted their best 
abilities and the best years of their lives to the study of this 
Book, have been able to exhaust this Book. Men of the best 
minds that the world has ever known, men of widest culture. 
men of rarest intellectual grasp, men of keenest insight and 
profoundest ability have dug into the Book for years and 
years, and the more they have dug, the deeper they saw the

of the Billy Graham meetings and their response in 


America’s Most Prayed-for Campaign

yond, the prayers and interests of 

Christians have been sharply fo- 
cused on Washington, D.C., scene of the 
large-scale campaign conducted by evan- 
gelist Billy Graham. 

Even in an era of all-out evangelistic 
efforts, this crusade probably succeeded 
in attracting more public attention—both 
from Christian and non-Christian circles 
—than any other. 

The full impact of the meetings will 
not be known for some time. But as the 
machinery of government moved on daily 
in this tireless capital city, its citizens 
and occupants became increasingly aware 
that during the early part of the new 
year. at least, Washington, D.C., was the 
religious as well as the political center of 
these United States. Dr. Graham’s sim- 
ple but powerful scriptural messages pre- 
sented a stirring appeal to men and wom- 
en to receive Christ as Saviour, and the 
response was tremendous. 

From the first. one of the greatest 
problems was that of seating. A building 
large enough—the huge National Guard 
Armory, biggest auditorium of any kind 
in the area—had been secured, but a 
District of Columbia fire code regulation 
restricted seating to 5.310. Nevertheless, 
12,000 persons were present for the open- 
ing meeting. After much prayer by many 
Christians, the district commissioners 


Tiers. ne or the nation and be- 


raised the limit to 8,000 for the duration 
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of the meetings, and said that the regu- 
lations would be amended to permit larg- 
er audiences when the building is used 
for a religious meeting. This is thought 
to be the first time the Armory has ever 
been used for a religious gathering. 

At the beginning of the third week of 
the campaign total attendance was placed 
at 111,200, or a nightly average of nearly 
8,000, while more than 2.000 had respond- 
ed to the invitation. During the first 
week, attendance was below average, but 
the response to the invitation was larger 
than that during the first week of any 
other Graham crusade. 

Delegations from points as far as three 
hundred miles distant swelled the crowds 
attending the meetings. One of the larg- 
est brought 3.000 from Philadelphia, 
Wilmington, and Baltimore, by means of 
two chartered trains. 

As always in the Graham and other 
evangelistic meetings, music formed an 
important part of the service. Cliff Bar- 
rows helped to create a receptive atmos- 
phere by leading the large congregations 
in singing the old familiar hymns and 
gospel songs. He also directed the large 
volunteer choir for the public meetings, 
as well as for the radio and television 
programs. Then the solos by Beverly 
Shea, America’s beloved gospel singer, 
including his own composition, “I’d 
Rather Have Jesus.” brought a distinct 
blessing. Tedd Smith at the piano and 
















Paul Mickelson at the organ completed 
the musical side of the program. 

The success of the meetings is attrib- 
uted to the mighty volume of believing 
prayer for this campaign. Letters and 
telegrams pouring into Crusade head- 
quarters indicated there may have been 
30,000 prayer groups throughout this 
country, as well as many abroad, asking 
God’s special blessing on the meetings. 
It is doubtful that there has ever been 
such a concerted prayer effort by so many 
people in the history of religion in Amer- 
ica. In Washington, in addition to 
church and home prayer meetings, a 
number of groups sprang up in govern- 
ment departments and in other places of 
employment, all for prayer in behalf of 
the campaign. 

The Graham meetings were sponsored 
locally by the Greater Washington Evan- 
gelistic Crusade, Inc., with Senator Rob- 
ert S. Kerr (D. Okla.) as honorary chair- 
man, and Dr. J. Walter Carpenter, pastor 
of the Metropolitan Baptist Church, as 
crusade chairman. This organization, 
composed of 250 ministers and laymen, 
with an executive committee of eleven, 
enlisted the co-operation of an estimated 
300 or 400 churches in the Washington 
area, in addition to the Christian Busi- 
ness Men’s Committee and other groups 
and individuals. From 75 to 100 minis- 
ters attended the meetings nightly. 

No meetings were held either Sunday 
morning or evening. On Saturday nights 
Dr. Graham earnestly urged his hearers 
to attend local churches on the Lord’s 
Day. Churches report blessings in new 
members, greater attendance, and re- 
newed interest. 

Under Dawson Trotman of Los An- 
geles great care was taken to see that 
each new convert was really saved, and 
then urged to attend a Bible-believing 
church. Persons responding to the invi- 
tation received individual attention. Each 
signed a name and address card, which 
was referred to the church or denomina- 
tion of the convert’s choice. The follow- 
up team has sent a series of letters to 
the new converts, and requested reports 
from pastors who visit them. 

Many supporting activities stem from 
the main mass meeting, including a min- 
isters’ luncheon. At the first of these 
luncheons, at which Dr. Graham snoke, 
380 jammed in the dining room re-erved

More than fifty pastors co-operated in 
the series of meetings, which filled the 
auditorium nightly. The team also ap- 
peared before students in school assem- 
blies, and visited radio stations and civic 
clubs daily. 

Following this, a ten-day crusade was 
held in Bellingham, Wash., where three 
services were necessary on the closing 
Sunday to accommodate the overflow 
crowd in the high school auditorium and 
gymnasium. Workers in the area are fol- 
lowing up new converts who recorded 
their decisions.

Magazine Articles of 
Mayor Importance 


he Bulletin of the John Rylands Li- 
brary (Manchester, Eng.), Septem- 
ber, 1951. 


This issue, of 240 pages, of one of the 
most important scholarly serials pub- 
lished anywhere in the world, contains 
an amazing amount of valuable mate- 
rial for the Bible student. The princi- 
pal articles are: “Some Aspects of 
Kingship in the Sumerian City and 
Kingdom of Ur,” by T. Fish, professor 
of Mesopotamian Studies in the Uni- 
versity of Manchester, pp. 37-43; “The 
Rabbinical Approach to the Study of 
the Old Testament,” by J. Weingreen, 
professor of Hebrew at Trinity College, 
Dublin, pp. 166-190; and, above all, an 
epochal article, “Moses and the Deca- 
logue,” by Howard H. Rowley, professor 
of Hebrew Language and Literature in 
the University of Manchester, pp. 81- 
118. This is, without doubt, the most 
important single article on the Ten 
Commandments that has appeared in 
the English language at any time dur- 
ing the twentieth century. I do not 
know how a man can carry on a teach- 
ing schedule, as the author does, stead- 
ily produce worth-while books, and then 
throw out on the side an article like 
this, which would seem to be the result 
of at least one year of solid work. His 
footnotes embrace references to every 
important article and chapter in Ger- 
man, French, and English that has 
appeared on the subject of the Deca- 
logue since 1886! Out of curiosity, I 
counted the references, and find them 
to number 457, of which over 400 are 
to different titles.

Following the death of her parents, 
Malla came to America to live with her 
sister in Chicago. Her first means of sup- 
port was housework, but desiring more 
time for Christian service, she found em- 
ployment in a laundry. When in 1892 
Fredrik Franson came to preach in the 
Oak Street Hall in Chicago, Malla was 
present for every service. 

Franson’s messages dug deep into her 
heart. When the preacher appealed for 
missionary volunteers to serve in Africa, 
Malla Moe responded, “I will work for 
God with my body as well as my soul, but 
what can I do? I am not educated.” 

Franson had little time for such rea- 
soning and pointedly charged, “God says 
go, and the heathen say come—that’s 
enough.” 

Like the barbed challenge she had re- 
ceived from Moody, this one was accepted 
also. Thus having completed Franson’s 
missionary course, Malla set sail for 
Africa. 


+ THrRovuGH the years, Malla Moe has 
traveled constantly among the Africans 
by foot and donkey. When a hip injury 
made it impossible to continue such ac- 
tivity, gifts from the African Prayer 
Group of Minneapolis, Minn., enabled her 
to buy a wagon and several donkeys 
for traversing Swaziland and Zululand, 
preaching Christ. The Inquola Yevangeli 
(gospel wagon) served as diner, bed and 
pulpit for the ardent Malla Moe until 
1938. Then, after repeated demands by 
African friends and by her doctor, she 
reluctantly gave up the gospel wagon 
ministry for more stationary work at 
Bethel. 

Using Bethel as a base, her witness for 
the Lord continues. Personal soul-win- 
ning, the prodding of believers and fre- 
quent evangelistic meetings at other sta- 
tions are all part of her busy life today. 
In 1948 she felt led of the Lord to climb 
two miles up a mountain to preach at an 
out-station named Jericho. One of those 
saved was Lucy, a crippled girl who 
crawled a mile to the service, then later 
crawled eight miles in order to live with 
Malla Moe at Bethel. Lucy’s presence at 
Bethel today is living testimony that 
Malla still continues to bear fruit in her 
old age. 

The dedication of the large new church 
at Bethel in 1949 was a real tribute to her 
long and unflagging ministry. Eight 
young people gave themselves to the Lord 


|for future service and six young men 


were ordained as evangelists at the dedi- 
catory service. Plans are now underway, 
sparked by Malla, to build a fine new 
school at Bethel. 


+ IT is impossible to compute the magni- 
tude of her testimony and service. What 
has been done materially is a monumen- 
tal work, but what has been done in 
terms of souls will only be revealed at 
the feet of Christ. From the lonely and 
puny beginnings, twelve mission stations 
and many out-stations have bloomed in 
the veldt. Hundreds of Africans have 
come to Christ, and she has been used of

And so this soul aflame for Christ con- 
tinues to burn and shed its warmth 
abroad today, because of her love for the 
Lord Jesus Christ and because there are 
multitudes of dark hearts still to be 
reached in Swaziland.

back for the meeting. A number of 
hands were raised for salvation. Daily 
programs over radio stations WEAM and 
WMAL, and a telecast over WMAL-TV, 


were conducted by staff members, in addi- 
tion to network programs on Sunday. 
One of the most popular of the weekday 
features was the Saturday afternoon 
children’s television program conducted 
by “Uncle Cliff’ Barrows, and seen by 
young and old alike. 

From the great crowds of people who 
attended services, who were saved and 
blessed, emerged many little human in- 
terest stories. One of the most touching 
of these concerns the ministry to deaf 
mutes, for whom a special section at the 
Armory was reserved each Wednesday, 
Friday, Saturday, and Sunday, and an 
interpreter provided. 

One night workers noticed a woman in 
this section leaning over close to her hus- 
band, and they discovered later that 
while both were deaf mutes, he was also 
blind. As she observed the message 
through the interpreter, she was in turn 
“telling” it to her husband—by means of 
her fingers in the palm of his hand. 
Through this circuitous route—the lips 
of Billy Graham, the fingers of the in- 
terpreter, and the fingers of his wife in 
the palm of his hand—the message of 
the gospel reached the man’s heart, and 
both the man and his wife responded to 
the invitation to receive Christ.

THE BATTLE ROYAL 

HE Greek text of Matthew 4:1-11 pre- 
[ents some interesting details. In verse 

1 the word “of” (ixé6—hupo), which 
occurs twice, is the preposition of per- 
sonal agency. The use of iré is just an- 
other proof of the personality of the Holy 
Spirit and of the devil. 

The word “devil” is :@8od0s (diabolos) 
from faBad\d\w (diaballd), literally “to 
throw through,” from which we get 
“prone to slander, accusing falsely.” “To 
be tempted” is from the verb zepatw 
(peiraz6), “to put to the test to see what 
good or evil is in a person.” Since evil 
usually was forthcoming, the word also 
came to mean “to tempt” in the sense of 
soliciting one to do evil. Both meanings 
are to be understood here, the one of pri- 
mary importance being given first. 

The words, “He was afterwards an hun- 
gered” (v. 2), are ingressive aorist, signi- 
fying entrance into a new condition. Our 
Lord, being constantly tempted by Satan 
during the forty days (Luke 4:2), was not 
hungry during that time. His body cried 
out for food, but the hunger pangs did 
not register because He was so intent 
upon doing the will of God. So Matthew 
writes, “He became hungry.” 

One is reminded of our Lord’s words, 
“My food [S8payna—broma; the word 
“meat” is obsolete] is to be constantly 
doing the will of the One who sent me 
and to bring My work to completion” 
(John 4:34). How this should exhort 
some of us to discipline our appetite for 
food. 

The devil is now called “the tempter” 
(v. 3), the word being a participial form 
of the verb wepatw (v. 1), namely, “the 
one who puts to the test for the purpose of 
finding out what good or evil there is in 
a person, the one who solicits to do evil.” 
“Came to Him” is zpocétpxoua (proser- 
chomai), the prefixed preposition pds 
meaning “facing.” One could translate, 
“and having come face to face with Him.” 
Jesus looked into the devil’s face. What 
terrible features he must have. What 
hypocrisy and cunning must have domi- 
nated it then. ° 

Satan says (A.V.), “If thou be the Son 
of God” (v. 3), which in English is sub- 
junctive mode and presents a hypotheti- 
cal condition, indicating that the devil 
was not sure that Jesus was the Son of 
God. The Greek has not é4y (ean), the 
conditional particle presenting a hypo- 
thetical case, but « (ei), one presenting 
a fulfilled condition. Satan said, “Since 
you are the Son of God by nature, very 
God of very God.” This is the devil’s 
theology. ei is used in verse 6, but éép 
in verse 9, the use of the latter showing 
that Satan was not sure whether Jesus 
would worship him. See the devil’s bar- 
gaining wiles: “These things, to you, all 
of them, I will give, if having fallen 
down, you will prostrate yourself in wor- 
ship before me.”

hears the gospel is one thing; to be in 
America where it is sounded out freely 
js another. Our Lord says, “That servant, 
who knew ... shall be beaten with many 
stripes; he that knew not...shall be 
beaten with few” (Luke 12:47). 

How do we avoid this peril? First, by 
making sure that we have received Jesus 
Christ. Be sure that we haven’t merely 
joined a church, or passed through a 
ceremony. Make sure that we have the 
reality as well as the ritual. 

Secondly, we can avoid the peril of be- 
lieving in vain by constantly living these 
lives in partnership with Him—we yield- 
ing these bodies to Him; He giving His 
life to us. 

I have a safety deposit box in the 
bank. To it there are two keys, one in 
my possession, one in the possession of 
the bank. They cannot open it without 
me. I cannot open it without them. It 
takes both of us. The Christian life is 
like that. 

As we yield our members to Jesus 
Christ, He lives in us by the power of His 
Spirit, and we are changed into. His 
image. Let us each one be sure today 
that we are living in this fellowship and 
experiencing this transformation.

are expressing the hope that the road 
will also be taken toward national moral 
rearmament. 


Applied Religion 

Thus, in an exclusive article written for 
International News Service, Mrs. D. Leigh 
Colvin, president of the Women’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, comments that 
political and public corruption can be 
eliminated and integrity restored at na- 
tional, state and local levels only by 
applying the concepts of religion to gov- 
ernment. 

“Those who contend otherwise,” writes 
Mrs. Colvin, “either fear that ethics im- 
posed upon them by religion would inter- 
fere with their mink coat morality, or do 
not understand that religion is the basis 
of life, liberty and happiness, while athe- 
ism is negative and corruptive. 

“Our country was founded on religious 
principles as well as religious freedom,” 
Mrs. Colvin continues. “Whether we real- 
ize it or not, our lives and our society are 
bound by legal and social concepts of 
religion ... If we are to have a spiritual 
revival against political responsibility, 
we must recognize that separation of 
church and state does not mean separa- 
tion of religion and state.” 


"The Answer Is Revival” 
The link between religion and morality 
is also emphasized in the report of the 


Bob .Jones University Conference on 
Americanism, at Greenville, S.C. Com- 
menting on the conference, Dr. Bob 
Jones, Jr., president. of the university, 
said that great dangers face the nation 
—‘“dangers of moral decay and deteriora- 
tion of American power.” 

The answer, he said, “is a revival of the 
old-time religion. Basically our problem 
is one of truth and righteousness, (and) 
the greatest thing you can do for your 
country is to be a good Christian.” 

Dr. Jones added that a man cannot be 
a good Christian and a poor American. 


The Legion's View 

The American Legion has also an- 
nounced a nation-wide movement calling 
for “the spiritual reawakening of Amer- 
ica in one of the darkest hours of our 
country’s history.” A continued program 
of rededicated faith in God, the stressing 
of regular church attendance, daily 
prayers for divine guidance and the reli- 
gious training of young people has been 
commended to Legion posts and auxil- 
iaries by national commander Donald R. 
Wilson. 


An Hour fo Pray 

The same quest for a religious basis on 
which to build wholesome public life 
comes from less prominent Americans. 
The United Press reports that a Hart- 
ford, Conn., businessman has written to 
President Truman urging him to desig- 
nate an hour when Americans would quit 
work and pray for the country’s “moral 
awakening.” 

In the letter, businessman Elliott Cohen 
wrote: 

“The lack of moral tone in Washington 
and throughout the country is so great 
that the conclusion is inevitable that 
what this country needs is a good moral 
resurgence.” 


Back to the Whipping Post? 

Perhaps with tongue in cheek, Senator 
Charles Tobey, Republican of New Hamp- 
shire, has an even more direct recom- 
mendation for raising the moral level of 
America. The senator would restore the 
old “whipping post” of early America, 
using it to punish public officials who 
betray their trust. 

“No punishment really can be ade- 
quate,” said the senator, “but this prac- 
tice of accepting the resignations of those 
who are caught in wrongdoing is child- 
ishly inadequate.”

Department of Religion? 

A government department of religion 
with cabinet status is the suggestion of 
Alexander F. Jones, president of the 
American Society of Newspaper Editors. 
The department should include represen- 
tatives of all the leading church groups, 
according to Jones, editor of the Syra- 
cuse, N.Y., Herald Journal. He spoke re- 
cently at a New York City medical meet- 
ing. 


Wrongdoing in Alaska 

Moral and spiritual problems are also 
making themselves felt in U'S. territories. 

In Juneau, Alaska, Chicago Tribune 
correspondent Eugene Griffin reports 
widespread moral decay and vice which, 
according to Griffin, have been receiving 
tacit approval from governmental au- 
thorities. One organization helping to 
lead the fight against the corruption, 
says correspondent Griffin, has been the 
Baptist Mission Board, which has pub- 
lished a general condemnation of the 
immorality in Juneau. 

“There are many saloons, gambling 
dens and houses of ill fame,” reports the 
mission board, “and the white slave traf- 
fic is quite general . . . There are few 
arrested for the immoral practices.” 


Protest in Washington 

As this month’s news report goes to 
press, President Truman is standing firm 
in his intentions to press for the appoint- 
ment of a U.S. ambassador to the Vatican 
—this in spite of withdrawal of the ap- 
pointment of Gen. Mark W. Clark at the 
General’s request and in spite of con- 
tinuing opposition from Protestants 
across the country. The President has 
said he will not consider appointment of 
another personal representative to Rome 
—a step which would bypass the present 
issue of obtaining Senate approval for 
sending a full ambassador. 

While petitions and letters continued to 
descend on the capital, some 500 pastors 
joined in a protest pilgrimage to Wash- 
ington sponsored by the American Coun- 
cil of Christian Churches. Wearing large 
disks reading, ““We oppose a Vatican am- 
bassador” and “Keep church and state 
separate,” they presented protest peti- 
tions carrying more than 50,000 names 
to Chairman Tom Connally of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

A request for a White House appoint- 
ment brought a letter signed by Matthew 
J. Connelly, presidential secretary, rec- 
ommending that such representations as 
the group might wish to make, be made 
to the Department of State or to the 
appropriate committee of Congress.

“Brain” to Read the Bible 

For what is believed to be the first 
time, Harvard University’s Mark IV me- 
chanical “brain” is to apply its intricate 
mechanism to the task of “reading” an- 
cient Bible manuscripts. The mechanical 
computer will be used to detect manu- 
script variations. Scanning one hundred 
copies of the Gospel of Luke, two at a 
time, the mechanical computer will show 
every difference between the manuscripts, 
including the addition or deletion of 
words, variations in spelling and changes 
in word order. 

The research will be conducted by John 
W. Ellinson, pastor of St. Paul’s Memo- 
rial Chapel in Tucson, Ariz. 


For Foreign Service 

Meanwhile, some 850 college students 
have pledged themselves as_ standing 
ready to serve Christ in foreign lands, 
wherever evangelistic and missionary en- 
deavors require them. The promises were 
made at the Inter-Varsity Fellowship’s 
third International Student Missionary 
Convention held recently at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, in Champaign. Sixty per 
cent of the 1,550 students and mission- 
aries from forty-six states, six Canadian 
provinces and seventeen foreign countries 
said they were willing to serve Christ on 
foreign soil. Thirty-five per cent said 
that work on the foreign mission field is 
their definite goal. 


Nurses’ Testimony 

The Christian Nurses Fellowship Na- 
tional will be active in the Biennial Nurs- 
ing Convention, scheduled June 16-20 in 
Atlantic City. An organization designed 
to help nurses meet the total needs of 
the patient, the Fellowship will sponsor a 
booth and dinner meeting at the con- 
vention. 

The Fellowship has also planned a con- 
ference the week following the conven- 
tion. June 23-29, in Camp Bethanna, Pa., 
near Philadelphia. 


Winter Camp Soul-Winning 
A unique winter camp program has 
been used in winning young people to 


Christ at the Young Life Campaign 
The 
program has centered around a series of 
weekend camps, featuring skiing, skating, 
swimming and mountain hiking for the 
young people. Ample opportunities, under 
the direction of experienced counselors, 
have been given to the young campers to 
hear and respond to the gospel. Most of 
the young people participating come from 
Colorado, Kansas and Nebraska. 


Ten Thousand Strong 

March 25-28 will be the dates of the 
tenth national Sunday school convention 
of the Assemblies of God. It will be the 
Assemblies’ first international Sunday 
school convention. Ten thousand dele- 
gates are expected to attend the meetings 
in Springfield, Mo., which will be based 
on the theme, “Christian Teachers—in 
Every Community—in Every Nation.”

No Barriers Wanted 

Methodist women are now on record as 
actively opposed to racial segregation in 
their church. The decision followed adop- 
tion of a new charter by the Woman’s 
Division of Christian Service. The ‘“char- 
ter of racial policies” pledged the Metho- 
dist women’s group to “build in every 
area it may touch a fellowship and social 
order without racial barriers.” Approxi- 
mately 1,500,000 women are included in 
the membership of the group. 


Two a Month 

In Illinois, an average of one new 
church every two weeks has been organ- 
ized by the Southern Baptists during re- 
cent months. Including six more new 
churches scheduled for organization by 
the time figures were released, thirty-two 
new churches will have been established 
during a fifteen-month period, according 
to Dr. Noel M. Taylor, executive secre- 
tary of the group. 


A Sign Returns 

Early Christians used the insignia of a 
fish to identify themselves secretly in 
order to avoid the widespread persecu- 
tions. That same insignia has now been 
given a modern embellishment by the 
National Council of Presbyterian Men. 
The group has adopted the insignia of a 
fish in the form of a small blue metal 
coat lapel marker. 

Presbyterian spokesmen say the object 
of their use of the emblem is to under- 
score the obligations of Christian laymen 
to be “fishers of men” and to “follow 
Christ in the vocations of common life.” 


For Free Church G.I.'s 

Word comes from the Evangelical Free 
Church of America that its servicemen’s 
department is being reactivated to care 
for its hundreds of men and women in 
uniform. The work will be supervised 
through the denomination’s national 
headquarters in Minneapolis, with Mel 
Larson in charge. Larson directed a sim- 
ilar work in World War II. 

Major emphasis will be placed on keep- 
ing the Free Church’s G.I.’s supplied with 
gospel tracts and other literature. The 
department also plans to bring Free 
Church men and women in touch with 
each other in the same camp, ship or 
naval base. 


GLAMOUR OF 
, TRANSLATION 
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Out of the Past 

GREECE —On the Greek Island of 
Mytilene, the Lesbos of Bible times, the 
bulldozers of Marshall Plan construction 
engineers have dug up an ancient church 
which archaeologists believe may be the 
oldest in Christendom. Many different 
items have been recovered since the acci- 
dental discovery. Some silver articles, 
including offertory trays, have been de- 
scribed by the archaeologists as bein 
obviously Christian. ; 

Other highlights from around the world 
include: 


RUSSIA —Russian religious leaders 
“would be very glad to improve liaison 
with churches outside Russia,” according 
to Pastor Martin Niemoeller, German 
Protestant church leader. He is the head 
of the foreign relations department of 
the German Evangelical Church. Nie- 
moeller recently met with Russian church 
leaders in a series of conferences. 


TANGIER—A more encouraging report 
comes from Tangier in North Africa, 
where a young American businessman 
has established a radio station which is 
bringing religious programs to many 
English-speaking persons in that part of 
the world. 

The American is Herbert Southwood, a 
native of Abiline, Tex., director of Radio 
International, often nicknamed “Radio 
Tangier.” 

An Associated Press dispatch recently 
told how Southwood’s radio station was 
set up five years ago in Tangier, an in- 
ternational city on the northwest tip of 
the African continent just across the 
straits from Gibraltar. 

The station broadcasts programs in 
four languages, Arabic, French, Spanish 
and English. The half hour of English 
language broadcasts is devoted almost 
entirely to religious programs. Listeners 
are mostly American flyers and construc- 
tion workers engaged in building and 
establishing five big, multi-million dollar 
air bases in Morocco. The programs, 
most of which are prepared in the United 
States and sent to Tangier, include “The 
Old Fashioned Revival Hour,” “The Bal- 
timore Gospel Tabernacle,” “Back to the 
Bible,” and a broadcast reported under 
the title, “Bringing Christ to the Nation.” 


SOUTH AFRICA—Michael Scott, Brit- 
ish missionary who has championed the

ment, Los Angeles Bible 
Theological Seminary, Los 
Angeles, in 5 cloth-bound

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tribes, has been informed by the South 
African government that if he returns to 
that part of the world he will be refused 
admission. Mr. Scott has been the 
United Nations spokesman for tribal 
chiefs who opposed the annexation of 
South-West Africa by the Union of South 
Africa government. 

INDIA—Tribal gods were called on by 
the inhabitants of one Hyderabad state 
village during India’s recent general elec- 
tions in order to choose a political candi- 
date. The New York Times reported that 
the villagers were unable to untangle the 
various candidates’ claims, so they gath- 
ered at the village temple and laid paper 
symbols of the four competing candi- 
dates before a four-year-old “holy child.” 
The child touched one of the symbols 
used to help illiterates in the voting, and 
the villagers then all trooped to the bal- 
lot box and indicated their choice of that 
candidate. 

FORMOSA—A Lutheran service center 
will be established on the Island of For- 
mosa, according to the Lutheran Service 
Commission. Leslie F. Brandt, Minne- 
apolis, Minn., has been appointed service 
pastor. 

KOREA—Plans for the distribution of 
Scriptures in Korea by the Pocket Testa- 
ment League are bringing encouragement 
to leaders of that war-torn land. 

“Realizing the power of the inspired 
Word of God,” writes Syngman Rhee, 
president of-Korea, “I welcome the plan 
to distribute millions of copies of the 
Holy Scriptures .. . The widespread dis- 
tribution of portions of the Scriptures 
will help us to carry forward the mission 
of deepening and strengthening our spir- 
itual resources.” 

JAPAN—Establishment of full diplo- 
matic relations between the Vatican and 
Japan has been officially announced. 
Japan will be represented in Rome by a 
minister. 

From 1942 to 1945 Japan maintained a 
special representative with rank of am- 
bassador at the Vatican. An apostolic 
delegation without diplomatic status was 
maintained in Tokyo by Rome. The Jap- 
anese representative at the Vatican was 
withdrawn by occupation authorities in 
1945, though the church maintained its 
apostolic delegation in Tokyo. 

BOLIVIA—Primitive Indians from the 
upper Amazon region of South America 
are apparently responsible for the death 
of New Tribes missionary David Yar- 
wood, whose arrow-pierced body was re- 
cently found in the Guapore river, be- 
tween Brazil and Bolivia. Along with 
another missionary, he had been in con- 
tact with primitive Indian tribes in the 
area for about three months before his 
death. The Indians were regarded as 
friendly although restive, following alter- 
cations with Brazilian frontiersmen.

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Apostolic Revivals in Ethiopia

N company with Guy W. Playfair, general director of the Sudan Interior 

Mission, it has been my sacred privilege to take part in two marvelous 
conferences in Ethiopia. They were held in Kambatta and Walamo, those 
southern provinces where the progress of the gospel in the past fifteen years 
reads like some modern continuation of the Acts of the Apostles. 

When the missionaries were forced out of this region by the Italo-Ethiopian 
War, and obliged by the Italian authorities to leave the country, they left only 
a pitiable handful of Christian believers. But this handful, even under the 
rigors of Italian persecution, began to multiply. When the country was liberated 
and the missionaries were permitted to return, they found to their amazement 
about twenty thousand who had embraced Christianity. 

And the church has continued to grow and reach out into new areas. Today 
there are around seventy thousand believers in Kambatta and Walamo, divided 
into hundreds of churches under the native leadership of able pastors and 
elders. 

It was an inspiring sight at Hosanna in Kambatta, and Soddu in Walamo, 
to see the believers gather from all directions. Whole groups at a time came, 
on foot or horseback, some having traveled from as far away as two day’s 
journey. They brought their food with them, while the mission provided sleep- 
ing places in huts, school buildings, and even in the tabernacles themselves. 

In all there were around eight thousand persons who attended; counting those 
who returned home to let others come in their stead. As they gathered, their 
faces glowed with joy and expectation, 


and, since the shaking of the hand is an 
important part in Christian fellowship 
here, there were thousands of such greet- 
ings during a single day.

A few out- 
side women who had come to hear wore} 
skins adorned with shells, while their) 
children had aprons of cords dangling 
with like ornaments around their hips — 

At the same time we visitors could not 
help observing the rolling landscape andf 
pastoral scenes outside, our view reaching # 
out into the distance where mountains > 
loomed up as reminders of Psalm 121, “If 
will lift up mine eyes unto the hills, from 
whence cometh my help. My help cometh® 
from the Lord, which made heaven and 
earth.” Above us was spread out a bluep 
and glorious sky. 

The three ruling elders presided. Tall 
and regal Ato Abagoli used to be a big 
chief before his conversion. He clearly— 
showed the gift of rulership. Ato Sebaro, 
slender in physique and graceful in man- 
ner, was certainly endowed with the gift 
of eloquence. The shortest of the three 
Ato Shiguti, though less imposing in out-& 
ward appearance, was nonetheless valu- 
able for his practical turn of mind asa 
happy balance between the other two. 
The three worked together in harmony, 
each respecting the ability of the other. 
each calling upon the other to officiate in 
his own capacity for the general edifica- 
tion of the whole church. 

The twelve district elders were also 
present, men who have hazarded thei 
lives for the gospel’s sake and who had all 
tasted the bitterness of injustice at the 
hands of the Italians. Those were the 
days when prisons meant for the unjust 
were filled with the just of the Lord, years 
during which they proved their loyalty to 
Christ and His Word despite the attempts 
of the enemies to force them to deny Him. 
Men like these passed through the “fiery 
trials’ and became comforters and ex: 
amples to their people. In fact, most often 
they continued their evangelism right it 
the prisons, leading souls to Christ. 

These men bring into the fold converts 
by the fifties, hundreds and more during¢ 
a year. One elder won 470 souls to Christ 
during a year. The last baptismal service, 
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just before the conference, saw 424 per- 
sons baptized, with four pastors offici- 
ating. These were converts from the main 
Ambursie church and three neighboring 
congregations. Furthermore, up to the 
time of the conference, the Kambatta 
church supported thirty-nine evangelists 
whose full-time service took them outside 
of their own province.

Prayer followed, led by an elder, to

as they bowed low in unison. It was Sun- 
day. November 11. The holy hush of “the

silent before Him” stilled our souls. Mr. 
Playfair and I gave our messages, 
touched in our own hearts by God’s 
Svirit. The uplifted faces of these people 
challenged us. They had come to be fed

Which “John” wrote the Book of Rev- 
elation and at what date was it written? 
The writer mentions the first resurrec- 
tion in 20:6. Was he inspired to write 
this or did he possibly take it from Paul 
in I Thessalonians 4:13-17? When was 
I Thessalonians written?—G.J.W., Hast- 
ings, Neb. 

Most ancient testimony concerning the 


authorship of the Book of Revelation at- _ 


tributes it to the apostle John. Thus the 
Church Father Justin Martyr, about A.D. 
140, speaks of the book as the work of “a 
certain man, whose name was John, one 
of the apostles of Christ.” Another early 
Chureh Father, Irenaeus, about A.D. 180, 
adds positive testimony to this, declaring 
it was “written by John, a disciple of the 
Lord.” The greatest of the Church Fath- 
ers of this early period abundantly at- 
tested John’s authorship of the Releva- 
tion. One of them wrote an entire volume 
upon it. Much more testimony to this 
effect could be cited. 

There is also much internal evidence 
of the fact that John wrote it. It is so 
proclaimed in 1:1, 4, 9 and 22:8. The 
“John” in these verses can hardly be 
thought of as any other than the apostle 
John of the Gospels and of Church tradi- 
tion. There are many affinities between 
the Book of Revelation and the Gospel 
According to John, and a striking simi- 
larity in words and phrases used which 
support John’s authorship. 

I Thessalonians was written between 
A.D. 53 and 58. The apostle John was no 
doubt familiar with it and with all of 
Paul’s writings, but he would certainly 
not need to depend upon them or upon 
any other writings, since he, of course, 
wrote under the inspiration of the Holy 
Spirit. It is nonetheless inspired though 
John was acquainted with this truth as 
Paul expresses it. The Holy Spirit may 
certainly use known truth to incorporate 
into a message according to His purpose.

AGE OF MAN BEFORE THE FLOOD 

A Bible class teacher said that before 
the Flood a month was called a year and 
Methuselah, for instance, was only 
eighty years old; that there were only 
seven months in a year in Moses’ day 
and he was, therefore only twenty-three 
years old instead of forty when he fled 
into the wilderness. Is there any au- 
thority for this? — J.7.H., Webster 
Groves, Mo. 

The view that the years in the times 
before the Flood were only equivalent to 
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our months in length is not a new one, 
but it is entirely without foundation. 

One illustration will serve to show how 
absurd such a view is. Mahalaleel was 
sixty-five years old when, according to 
Genesis 5:15, his son Jared was born. On 
the month for a year theory, he would 
really have been only five and a half 
years old at that time. This, of course, 
is ridiculous. 

One is at a loss to understand how 
seven months could be computed for a 
year in Moses’ day. It makes all men- 
tion of times in the Bible uncertain or 
meaningless. This second view is ad- 
vanced, no doubt. to accommodate the 
earlier view of time, and to attempt to 
show an allegedly gradual change in the 
reckoning of time. These views are not 
worth considering.

SIN IN THE HEART 

I recognize as “future kingdom doc- 
trine”’ the words of the Lord in Matthew 
5:28, that to have lust in the heart is to 
commit adultery. Is this regarded as sin 
in this day of grace apart from the phys- 
ical act?—W.W.C.. North Carolina 

The words of the Lord concerning lust 
in the heart are not merely so-called 
“kingdom doctrine.” They apply to any 
person in any age, from Adam on. These 
most solemn words are true for anyone 
today and, if possible, the sin is even 
greater for those under grace. The re- 
sponsibility and measure of guilt at least 
are greater, because He is in us who is 
the Light of the world. 

This teaching of the Lord Jesus refers 
to the moral aspect rather than the legal. 
The law cannot convict anyone of a 
crime or even hold one guilty of it unless 
committed physically. But God does not 
look on the outward appearance, but 
upon the heart. And if the desire or pur- 
pose is in the heart. then in God’s sight 
one is guilty and has sinned. The Lord 
uttered these words because sin is first 
conceived in the heart before it finds ex- 
pression in the act. and to conceive it is 
sin and guilt. even if it never finds physi- 
cal expression. ; 

Believers must also account before God 
for the words and thoughts and deeds of 
this life under grace, and do not escape

the consequences of sins in this life as 
they influence or shape character and 
work, nor in the life to come as they 
affect reward and position. 

The evil and peril of such lust in the 
heart are most solemnly emphasized in 
this passage by the suggestion of the 
resolute and drastic action which one 
should take to avoid it. If the eye is 
inclined to the look of lust it is better to 
thrust out the eye than to dally with such 
sin (Matt. 5:29, 30). This is not to be 
taken literally, since the seat of evil is in 
the will. The meaning is that one must 
resolutely turn aside from or thrust away 
anything that ministers to the evil.

THE “APOSTLES” CREED” 


Will you kindly inform me who wrote 
the Apostles’ Creed? — J.R.F., Marion, 
Ohio 

The legend is that each of the twelve 
apostles contributed one of the articles 
of this creed. Such a procedure, how- 
ever, in the formation of this creed seems 
absurd. It is probably not the direct work 
of the apostles, but it certainly has its 
roots in apostolic times and sets forth 
apostolic teaching. 

It is said to have its origin in the bap- 
tismal confession made by _ converts. 
There are certainly intimations of some 
such form of confession even as early as 
New Testament times (I Tim. 6:12, 13; 
II Tim. 2:8, 4:1). 

Before the middle of the second cen- 
tury a shorter form of this creed was in 
use, and its approximate present form 
was reached by about the fourth or fifth 
century. It probably grew in form as 
doctrinal differences and heresies arose 
in the Church, especially as they con- 
cerned the Trinity and the person and 
work of the Lord Jesus Christ. Modern 
controversies and attacks upon the creed 
have their source also in the rejection 
of the doctrines it sets forth as essential 
to Christianity. particularly the virgin 
birth and deity of Christ. Many churches 
recite the creed with “mental reserva- 
tions,” and “interpret” it other than lit- 
erally.

IDLE WORDS 

How did Ananias and Sapphira lie to 
the Holy Ghost, as stated in Acts 5 
and how does one speak against the 
Holy Ghost as in Matthew 12:31, 32? 
What is the meaning of “every idle 
word” spoken of in Matthew 12:36, 37 
of which an account must be given in 
the day of judgment?—Mrs. E.F.. Mich- 
igan 

Ananias and Sapphira lied in a special 
sense to the Holy Ghost, because the 
Holy Ghost had manifested Himself in 
a mighty and marvelous outpouring upon 
the newly formed group of believers, the 
Church, so that it was evident to all that 
a supernatural power was present in their 
midst and resting especially upon the 
apostles. It was because in this sacrcd 
atmosphere and at so solemn a moment 
they injected the spirit of hypocrisy and 
covetousness. that they lied peculiarly 
against the Holy Ghost, and that their 
offense was so great. The Holy Ghost is 
the Spirit of holiness and truth. Their 
lie was both unholy and against the 
truth. In this sense any lie at any time 
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is against the Holy Spirit, but the offense 
may be greatly aggravated by the occa- 
sion or circumstance. 

With regard to idle words, the primary 
reference in this passage was to the Phar- 
isees and their harsh and malignant 
statements, their taking the side of Satan 
against Christ. The word “idle” in a 
Hebrew equivalent has the meaning of 
false and injurious as well as vain or 
empty. The context of this passage re- 
quires such a significance as this. “A 
profane scoff, an atheistical jest” are such 
idle words in this sense. More generally 
the word means that which is not profit- 
able, accomplishes nothing, has no good 
purpose and does not edify the evidence 
of a “vain and trifling heart.” 

It does not necessarily refer to casual 
conversation or pleasantries or even 
words in “lighter vein,” but rather to the 
whole tenor of conversation as expressing 
interest and desires and as evidence of a 
character. The believer therefore should 
well consider the utterances of the lips 
and be governed by the Scriptures in 
such passages as Proverbs 18:21; Psalm 
31:1; 141:3; Colossians 4:6.

The Teaching Ministry of the Church 


Jesus characterized Him as the Spirit of 
truth who would teach the disciples, lead- 
ing them into all the truth (John 14:26; 
16:13-15). Taking up this same theme, 
the apostle Paul describes this imparta- 
tion of spiritual truth as revelation, and 
insists that we cannot know the things of 
God in any other way (I Cor. 2:10, 11). 

Clearly an unsaved teacher, however 
brilliant, is not in position to give in- 
struction in spiritual truth. This is made 
plain in I Corinthians 2:14. If an unre- 
generate person is incapable of receiving 
the things of God, it follows as a matter

of course that such a person cannot com- 
municate them to others. 

It is the high privilege, then, of the 
Christian teacher to be personally taught 
by the Spirit of God. Notice especially 
the word receive in I Corinthians 2:12. 
The following verse goes on to refer to 
the communication of Christian truth, 
indicating that we are just as dependent 
upon the Spirit for the work of trans- 
mitting knowledge to others as we are 
in receiving instruction ourselves. 

Though every believer may have the 
blessed experience of being taught of God 
through the Spirit, the ability to share 
that instruction with other Christians is 
a special gift. It is mentioned in this light 
in Romans 12:7. Not all have the gift 
(I Cor. 12:29). Paul names teachers after 
apostles and prophets (I Cor. 12:28). In 
Ephesians 4:11 he lists teachers after 
apostles, prophets, and evangelists, cou- 
pling teachers with pastors in such a 
way as to show that the pastor is ex- 
pected to be a teacher (cf. I Tim. 3:2).

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Apparently God is pledged to equip 
those whom He calls as pastors with the 
ability to build up their people in the 
knowledge of the Word. But how is the 
layman to know whether he himself pos- 
sesses this gift? When God bestows a 
spiritual gift upon one of His saints, He 
grants along with it what the Scripture 
calls a measure of faith (Rom. 12:3), a 
perception of one’s own place in the pur- 
pose of God. Thus he will not aspire to 
that for which he is ungifted nor will he 
shrink from fulfilling the special function 
for which God has fitted him.

nition by the individual may be expected 
to find confirmation in the attitude of 
other believers toward his gift, as they 
call upon him for its exercise in behalf of 
the edification of the body, the Church 
(cf. Acts 11:25, 26). 

Let no one suppose, however, because 
he has the gift of teaching, that he is now 
self-sufficient. God does not bestow His 
grace-gifts in such fashion that they op- 
erate automatically. They are not re- 
leased into our hands. The Spirit of God 
continues to control, and the successful 
exercise of the gift is in direct proportion 
to our dependence upon Him. Hence the 
need of prayer and adjustment of the 
life so as to be entirely pleasing unto the 
Lord. Paul had all the gifts, it seems, yet 
he asked for prayer for himself in declar- 
ing the message of the gospel (Eph. 6:19, 
20). 

Teaching is one of the “all things” we 
can do as Christ strengthens us (Phil. 
4:13). Without Him it will be a flat 
failure. 





HUDSON TAYLOR’S CALL 


I think Hudson Taylor became a mis- 

sionary, and certainly a founder of a 
missionary society, largely because of the 
deep impression made by two verses from 
Proverbs 24: 


“If thou forbear to deliver them that 
are drawn untce death, and those that 
are ready to be slain; if thou sayest, 
Behold, we knew it not; doth not he that 
pondereth the heart consider it? and he 
that keepeth thy soul, doth not he know 
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it? and shall not he render to every man 
according to his works?” 

With that text in his Bible, and with a 
map of China in his room, Hudson Taylor 
found no escape from a deepening sense 
of personal responsibility, that he was 
called upon to do something to remedy 
the tragic situation of three hundred and 
fifty million dying in darkness, never 
having heard, and with little prospect of 
hearing, the only name under heaven 
whereby men must be saved.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSONS 





March 16 
Timothy. a Dependable 
Follower 
Acts 16:1-3; Philippians 2:19-24; 
Il Timothy 2:1-5 

MEMORY SELECTION: Let no man de- 
spise thy youth; but be thou ax ensample 
to them that believe, in word, in manner 
of life, in love, in faith, in purity—I Tim- 
othy 4:12, A.S.V. 

Timothy was won to the Lord through 
the ministry of Paul. The apostle speaks 
of him as his beloved and faithful child 
in the Lord (I Cor. 4:17) and as “my 
true child in faith” (I Tim. 1:2) and as 
“my beloved child” (II Tim. 1:2). 

Timothy was probably a native either 
of Lystra or Derbe. Evidence would seem 
to point to the fact that he was a native 
of Lystra. At any rate Acts 20:4 seems 
to indicate that Gaius was from .Derbe 
but Timothy was not. In today’s: lesson 
those who give the good report of Tim- 
othy were the brethren “at Lystra and 
Iconium.” Furthermore, Paul explicitly 
states (II Tim. 3:10, 11) that Timothy 
had fully known the persecutions and af- 
fiictions which had come to the apostle at 
Antioch, Iconium and Lystra, speaking 
as though Timothy had been present. 
Probably it was on the occasion of the 
apostle’s first visit to Lycaonia that 
Timothy was won to the Lord (Acts 
14:6, 23). 


I. Called (Acts 16:1-3) 

The fact that Timothy’s father was 
a Greek is mentioned twice (vv. 1, 3). 
The word used here would indicate that 
his father was a heathen Greek, not 
simply a Greek-speaking Jew. Timothy’s 
mother, however, was a Jewess, who had 
trusted the Lord Jesus Christ as her 
Saviour. We know that her name was 
Eunice and that her mother’s name was 
Lois (II Tim. 1:5). On the occasion of 
Paul’s second visit to Derbe and Lystra, 
he evidently was strongly attracted to 
Timothy. Understanding something of 
his Christian character and deportment 
as reported by the brethren of Lystra 
and Iconium, Paul desired to have Tim- 
othy go with him on his journey (v. 3). 
Though the rite of circumcision had 
clearly been set forth as unnecessary to 
salvation (cf. Acts 15), and though Paul 
had had a very definite part in persuad- 
ing the brethren at Jerusalem to come 
to the decision reached (Acts 15:2, 12), 
he did circumcise Timothy. Probably it 
was Paul’s purpose, and to it Timothy 
acquiesced, that such an action was 
necessary to conciliate the Jewish Chris- 
tians who otherwise might have been 
greatly offended. In this connection, it 
should not be forgotten that Timothy’s 
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mother was a Jewess, and therefore his 
case would be somewhat different from 
that, say, of Titus (cf. Gal. 2:3). Thus, 
through the instrumentality of the apos- 
tle, Timothy heard the call of God to 
minister with Paul. He evidently very 
readily and willingly responded. 


II. Commission (II Tim. 2:1-5) 

This letter, which is generally consid- 
ered to be the last which the Spirit of 
God caused Paul to write, was addressed 
to Timothy. The exhortation here is that 
Timothy, as the servant of the Lord, as 
a preacher of the Word of God, is to 
commit that which had been given him 
to faithful men, who would be able to 
teach others also. Thus the commission 
of Timothy was specifically to look out 
for those young men whom the Spirit of 
God had touched and to whom the same 
Holy Spirit had given gifts for the min- 
istry. On the discovery of such men, 
Timothy was to gather them about him 
and commit these things which he had 
heard to them. 

Timothy is further exhorted to be will- 
ing to suffer hardship as a good soldier 
of Christ Jesus. How important it is that 
those of us who claim to follow the Lord 
Jesus understand that. His invitation is 
not to a life of luxury and ease, but 
rather is a commission to service in the 
army of the Lord. One grand and glori- 
ous part of such commission is the priv- 
ilege of instructing others. Timothy, 
therefore, not only was called of God to 
be a minister to Paul, to be his traveling 
companion, but was also given the ines- 
timable privilege of being a minister in 
his own right. Nothing less, of course, 
than the call of God is sufficient for any 
man to enter into such service. 


III. Commended (Phil. 2:19-24) 

As the apostle thought of the condi- 
tion of the Philippian church and of 
whom he might send to help them in 
their particular need, only Timothy came 
to him as an appropriate one to go. He 
could be depended upon to bring a true 
report of the Philippian church, and 
could be counted upon to minister to the 
Philippians, for the apostle could speak 
of him as one “who will care truly for 
your state” (v. 20). 

Here indeed was a high commendation 
of Timothy. Paul could speak of him as 
a likeminded man (v. 20). This was seen 
in his understanding spirit in which he 
could grasp the situation in Philippi; 
further, in his evident heart concern for 
the condition of the Christians; and 
thirdly, in his selflessness. While others 
sought their own, Timothy sought the 
things of the Lord Jesus Christ. His 
reputation was well known. 

Paul could say that as a child serves 
his father, so Timothy served him in the 
furtherance of the gospel. What a de- 








light he must have been to the heart of 
the apostle and what a commendation 
with which to send any man to a group 
of believers. Who can doubt but that 
under the command of the apostle Paul, 
as he ascertained the will of God, Tim-

incident in our lesson today stands as an 
epochal event of the life of the Church. 
We do not believe we are overemphasiz- 
ing its importance when we rank it with 
the occurrence on the Day of Pentecost, 
the conversion of Saul of Tarsus, and 
the decision of the Jerusalem Council 
(Acts 15). 

Think of the tremendous issues in- 
volved. It meant the entering of a new 
continent for God. But beyond that initial 
preaching of the gospel on the shores of 
Europe, there is all the record of Church 
history in the Western world. Here was 
no passing, insignificant, trifling decision. 
Although others among the apostolate 
went to Babylon, perhaps even to India, it 
is of tremendous importance that at this 
critical juncture, God led Paul to turn 
his face westward. 


I. The Man of Macedonia (Acts 16:6- 
10) ; 

Notice how the Spirit of God was hem- 
ming in the apostle and his companions 
in their preaching mission. They were

It was Lydia, whose heart the Lor 
opened, who gave heed to the things that 
were spoken by Paul. She herself be: 
lieved and her household. i 

After the severe experience of thi 
beating by the jailer, the imprisonment 
and the deliverance by God, Lydia con 
strained them to enter into her hom 
once again, and the record indicates 
“when they had seen the brethren, thej 
comforted them, and departed.” Ho 
wonderful that men who had _ passe( 
through such persecution could comfo 
others who hadn’t undergone such 4 
experience. 

Thus was the gospel introduced to tht 
continent of Europe, and thus began thi 
victorious march of the Son of God ij 
the conquest of the souls of men in th 
Western world.

How Luke Served His Lord 
Luke 1:1-4; Acts 1:1-2; 16:6-10; 
Colossians 4:14 

MEMORY SELECTION: Ye shall receive 
power, when the Holy Spirit is come upon 
you: and ye shall be my witnesses both 
in Jerusalem, and in all Judea and 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of 
the earth.—Acts 1:8, A.S.V. 

It is interesting to note that Luke does 
not mention his own name either in the 
Gospel or in the book of Acts. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Paul alone, among those 
whom God used to write the New Testa- 
ment, calls him by name (Col. 4:14; 
II Tim. 4:11; Philem. 24). 

The contention that Luke was a Gen- 
tile seems to be borne out by the appar- 
ent contrast which is drawn in the para- 
graph recorded in Colossians 4:10-17. In 
this passage, Aristarchus, Mark and Jus- 
tus are enumerated as those “who are of 
the circumcision” (vv. 10-11). It would 
seem, therefore, that Epaphras, Demas 
and Luke were Gentiles (vv. 12-14). 
Early records seem to indicate that Luke 
came directly from heathenism to his 
acceptance of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
There is some evidence that he may have 
been a native of Philippi. 


I. Luke, Writer of Seripture (Luke 
1:1-4; Acts 1:1, 2) 

There can be no question that Luke 
was the writer of the third Gospel. This 
fact was made apparent from early days. 
The Muratorian Fragment, as well as 
the writers Irenaeus, Tertullian and 
Clement of Alexandria, all credit Luke 
with this Gospel. Of course, all we need 
to do is to identify the writer of either 
Luke or Acts, and we have the writer of 
the other book. The introductions of the 
two books bring them very definitely 
together. Though Luke does not mention 
his own name in the book of Acts, there 
are the celebrated “we” passages which 
would point in his direction. At any rate, 
it has been thus accepted by conserva- 
tive scholars for many years. 

Turning to the passage in the Gospel, 
we discover that Luke acknowledges that 
others had written concerning the life 
and death and resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus Christ (vv. 1, 2). Thus we see that 
even very early in the life of the Church 
there was the recognition of the writing 
of the gospel record. 

Those who wrote are spoken of as 
“eyewitnesses and ministers of the word” 
(v. 2). Luke apparently places himself 
in contrast to such writers. 

He stresses the fact that he traced 
the course of all things accurately from 
the first. If we follow the Authorized 
Version and substitute the literal mean- 
ing of the word translated “from the 
very first,” it reads like this: “It seemed 
good to me also, having had perfect 
understanding of all things from above.” 
We may well have here an emphasis on 
the fact that Luke believed that what he 
wrote he had received as a revelation 
from God. Such an observation does not 
preclude the possibility of Luke’s having 
systematically concerned himself with 
such records as were at his disposal, but 
it does mean that what he wrote he 
believed to be in deed and in truth the 
Word of God. That is the evangelical 
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almost 30% over last year!

belief, and so this would be a further 
corroboration of the doctrine of plenary- 
verbal inspiration. 


You will notice the purpose of the 
writing. It was that Theophilus might 
know the certainty of the things in which 
he had been instructed. Of course, the 
purpose goes far beyond that so far as 
God is concerned and includes the in- 
struction of the whole Church. 


In the book of Acts we have word con- 
cerning the former treatise, that is, the 
third Gospel. Luke says it concerns “all 
that Jesus began both to do and to teach, 
until the day in which he was received 
up” (vv. 1, 2). In other words, there is 
stress here that the Lord began His work 
while He was on earth, but that He is 
still working by His Spirit in and through 
the Church in this dispensation of grace. 


II. Luke, Traveling Companion of 
Paul (Acts 16:6-10) 


Reference has been made to the cele- 
brated “we” passages in the book of Acts. 
Here in Acts 16:10 we have the first of 
them. The sudden introduction of the 
pronoun “we” is in striking contrast to 
the pronouns “they” and “them” of verses 
6-9. It most certainly is implied that 
the narrator at this point becomes an 
eyewitness, that he actually accompanied 
Paul from Troas. You will notice on this 
understanding Luke probably remained 
in Philippi, because of the change in the 
pronoun in Acts 16:40. Other passages 
in Acts in which the pronoun “we” is 
used are chapters 20, 21, 27 and 28. 

Luke was a willing companion of Paul 
in his labors and in the many trials 


which came to him on his frequent jour- 
neys. There can be little question that he 
may well have been of help to the apostle, 
who calls him “the beloved physician.” 


III. Luke, the Beloved Physician 
(Col. 4:14) 

This passage in Colossians seems an 
absolute impossibility if Paul had held 
the opinion concerning physicians that 
some hold. The language is such as to 
preclude the idea of the physician being 
a tool of the devil. 


Surely here is a word that may well 
keep us from any extreme which dis- 
avows the use of means or frowns upon 
God’s using a human being in the res- 
toration of the health of one of His serv- 
ants. Of course, we understand that if 
there is healing God is in it, and it has 
pleased God to use the means. Nor are 
we saying that we are limited to human 
physicians. Thank God, there is a Great 
Physician who can come to our rescue, 
if it be His will, when others despair. 
However, it is of more than passing sig- 
nificance, it seems to us, that one of the 
laborers with Paul was a physician, and 
that Paul himself calls_him ‘the beloved 
physician.” 

Here was a man who undoubtedly could 
have had a splendid practice, but, at 
least on occasion, he chose to go with 
Paul to suffer the deprivations of travel 
and also the perils of the enemies of the 
cross of Christ, in order that he might 
minister to Paul and might be God’s 
servant. Thank the Lord for the many 
Lukes who are among us today. May 
their number multiply. 
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April 6 
A Fellowship of Many 
Followers 
John 15:5-9; Philippians 2:14-16; 
Romans 16:1-7 
MEMORY SELECTION: Herein is my 
Father glorified, that ye bear much fruit; 
and so shall ye be my disciples—John 
15:8, A.S.V. 

This lesson continues the series begun 
in January on the topic “Early Followers 
of Jesus.” The lessons for this week and 
next will complete the studies. Next week 
is, of course, Easter, and while Thomas 
will be definitely before us, there must 
of necessity be particular emphasis upon 
our blessed Lord Himself. In a sense, 
then, the lesson today is a summary, in 
the sense that we have brought to our 
attention not one specific follower of the 
Lord Jesus, but many of them. We may 
think of the lesson then as emphasis 
upon the fellowship which includes all 
who believe in the Lord Jesus Christ. Not 
only are many named in the one passage 
of Scripture, but these believers are large- 
ly unknown. It seems to us, therefore, 
that we have here a very fine concluding 
lesson on this very wonderful subject of 
our fellowship as children of God. 


I. Believers United to Christ (John 
15:5-9) 

The emphasis of our Lord in this part 
of His last message to His disciples while 
He was still on earth has to do with the 
important subject of abiding in Him. 
That fact is made clear when we remem- 
ber the symbolism He uses. 

He speaks of Himself as the vine and 
of us as the branches. Notice He is not 
saying, “I am the trunk, ye are the 
branches.” Actually He is the whole 
thing; we are part of Him. Thus our 
union is absolute and complete. It is true 
that the life of the branch must be de- 
rived from the roots and through the 
stem, as well as through the leaves which 
it bears. Apart from Him we can do 
nothing, and the branch torn from its 
place in the vine is useless. 

Something of our heavenly Father’s 
care of us as branches of the vine is 
indicated in the earlier verses. While it 
is permissible to render verse 2, “Every 
branch in me that beareth not fruit, he 
taketh away,” as a matter of fact, the 
first meaning of the verb translated “to 
take away” is “to raise up, to raise from 
the ground.” We may have a reference 
here to the husbandry of God in dealing 
with His children who are not living as 
He would have them live. Even those who 
are bearing fruit need cleansing for the 
purpose of bearing more fruit. 

God then desires that you and I, as 
branches of the vine, shall abide in the 
Lord Jesus. What a wonderful paradox: 
we abide in Him; He abides in us. And 
if that dual relationship is true of us, 
we do bear much fruit. It will be seen, 
therefore, that fruitbearing is the prod- 
uct, not the foundation, of what the Lord 
is talking about. 

You will notice the change in verse 
6, “If a man abide not in me.” There 
seems to be implied some transition be- 
tween what has been said before, where 
the believer is spoken of as a branch, and 
the individual who is mentioned in verse 
6. Is what we have here profession with- 
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out possession, claiming to be a branch 
when the person is really unsaved? We 
think so. 

There is another result of our actively 
abiding in Christ. Not only will we bear 
much fruit (cf. v. 5), there will also be 
answered prayer (v. 7). 

Yet again, a third result of our abid- 
ing in the Lord is our keeping His com- 
mandments (v. 10). 

To sum up, when there is nothing be- 
tween us and the Saviour, when His life 
in its fullness of power flows through us, 
there is the resulting bearing of fruit, an- 
swering of prayer and living a holy life. 
These products are not the result of 
self-effort; they are the result of, the 
life of God having free course in us. It 
is nothing short of Christ living His life 
in us. 


II. Believers as Lights in the World 
(Phil. 2:14-16) 

God’s evident desire for His children is 
that we may be blameless and harmless, 
even without blemish. In other words, 
there should be nothing blameworthy, 
no censure of our motives, nor should any 
be able to say of us in honesty that we 
are seeking their hurt. Indeed, God 
would have us spotless in all our rela- 
tions to men. When we have permitted 
God to do all that’s in His heart to do 
in us, then are we indeed “lights in the 
world.” 

The word translated “lights” (v. 15) 
is the word “luminaries.” Thus this pas- 
sage is not speaking of the reflected 
light of the moon, nor of the flickering 
flame of a candle or torch, but rather 
presents to us the light of the heavenly 
bodies which have -light in themselves. 
God wants us to be stars that.lost sin- 
ners may use to direct their-course, even 
as the mariner looks to the skies for help 
and direction. God wants us to be stars 
that men without the Saviour may chart 
their course, even as the weary traveler 
fixes his gaze upon the North Star and so 
finds his destination. 


Ill. A Grand Company of Believers 
(Rom. 16:1-7) 

No less than twenty-seven specific in- 
dividuals are named in the first sixteen 
verses of this chapter of Romans. While 
some have questioned how Paul could 
have known the twenty-six who were in 
Rome, that question need not deter us. 
Travel was extensive in that day, and we 
do not doubt that he knew these indi- 
viduals either by correspondence or by 
direct contact. 

In addition to the individuals named, 
other individuals and groups are men- 
tioned: the household of Aristobulus, the 
household of Narcissus, the mother of 
Rufus, the brethren (v. 14), the sister of 
Nereus, and “all the saints” (v. 15). Of 
this group, which must number in ex- 
cess of thirty-two, no less than ten are 
women (Phoebe, Prisca, Mary, Junia 
(?), Tryphaena, Tryphosa, Persis, Rufus’ 
mother, Julia, Nereus’ sister). Thus, al- 
ready in the church there was an evident 
change in the position of women as over 
against their place in heathenism.

Thomas and the Risen Lord 
John 11:14-16; 14:1-6; 20:24-29 
MEMORY SELECTION: Because thou 
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hast seen me, thou hast believed: blessed 


are they that have not seen, and yet have F 


believed.—John 20:29, A.S.V. 

Thomas was also called Didymus, 
which means “the twin.” The record of 
his appointment to the twelve is found 
in Matthew 10:3; Mark 3:18; Luke 6:15, 
and Acts 1:13. However, the limited ma- 
terial which we have descriptive of him 
is very largely in the Gospel of John 
(11:16; 14:5; 20:24; 21:2). His disposition 
seems very likely to have been brooding, 
melancholy, moody. On the other hand, 
he had many outstanding virtues and 
characteristics, some of which we shall 
consider in this lesson. 


I. The Bravery of Thomas (John 11: 
14-16) 


Two things ought to be kept in mind § 


with regard to the Lord’s purpose to go 
to Bethany. First, He Himself had told 
the disciples on more than one occasion 
that He would go to Jerusalem and there 
be crucified. You will remember their 
perplexity and anxiety with regard to 
this announcement. Here the Lord was 
facing Jerusalem, and the disciples un- 
derstood the danger that was involved. 

In the second place, these men knew 
something about the affairs of their 
nation. They understood the mounting 
hatred and bitterness of the ecclesiastical 
leaders for the Lord. 

Unquestionably, these were the con- 
siderations that led Thomas to assert, 
“Let us also go that we may die with 
him” (v. 16). We maintain that here 
was a courageous soul, willing to face 
even death if he could face it with the 
Lord. When we think of Thomas’ doubts 
and questionings, let us call to mind this 
incident as well. He was a brave man. 


II. The Inquiry of Thomas (John 
14:1-6) 

There are those who speak of Thomas 
as though he were a dullard. Perhaps 
he wash’t as quick in response as some, 
but thank God he asked the question 
that he did here, even though it may 
have been a gentle complaint against 
expecting the disciples to be informed. 
How poor we would be without the au- 
thoritative word of the living Lord, “I 
am the way, the truth, and the life; no 
one cometh unto the Father, but by 
me” (v. 6). 

As the Lord spoke that day to the dis- 
ciples, troubled in heart, disquieted in 
soul, He gave them a very wonderful 
message: “Let not your heart be trou- 
bled.” The answer to their troubled 
hearts was faith in God, faith in the 
blessed Son of God. His promise was that 
there were many mansions in His 
Father’s house, that He was going to pre- 
pare a place for them that they might 
come and be with Him. It was that rev- 
elation that occasioned Thomas’ question, 
“Lord, we know not whither thou goest; 
how know we the way?” (v. 5). 
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While others might have wondered all

The Letters of Samuel Rutherford. 

This book is exactly what its title im- 
plies: short personal letters written by 
Pastor Samuel Rutherford (1600-1661) to 
various members of his congregation, fellow 
ministers, and friends. The reading of these 
precious letters—they are more than pre- 
cious—reminds one of the reading of some 
newly discovered epistles, they are so 
heaven-breathed. 

For his fearless denunciation of sin in 
the upper chambers of King Charles II 
(1650), this Scottish pastor was summoned 
(while on his deathbed) to appear before 
the court on charges of high treason. Con- 
victicon would have resulted in his execu- 
tion; His Lord spared him this ignominious 
death. 

His expressions are so choice that a re- 
view would be incomplete without quoting 
a few of them: “I would not exchange my 
prison and sad nights for courts, honor, 
and ease of my adversaries . . . He, Him- 
self, visiteth my soul with feasts of spiritual 
comforts.” “Do not depart a hairsbreadth 
from the gospel.” “I am persuaded your 
Physician will not slay you, but purge you, 
seeing He calleth Himself the Surgeon, 
who maketh the wound and bindeth it up 
again; for to lance a wound is not to kill, 
but to cure the patient.” “No pen, no 
words, no power of mind can express to you 
the loveliness of my only Lord Jesus.” 
“Oh, how comfortable a thing it will be to 
you .. . when your soul shall depart out 
of the house of clay to vast and endless 
eternity, to have your soul dressed up and 
prepared for your Bridegroom!” “Now He 
whom my soul loveth is come again, and it 
pleaseth Him to feast me’ with the kisses 
of His love.”

The Witness of Luke to Christ, by 
N. B. Stonehouse, Th.D. 


This volume conjains, in somewhat ex- 
panded form, the special lectures which 
the author delivered under the auspices of 
the Free Church College in Edinburgh in 
April, 1949. The author’s aim was to present 
an exegesis of certain portions of the Gos- 
pel of Luke which bear witness to Christ. 

Two observationSshould be made with 
reference to this work. First, it would seem 
that the book of Luke should have been 
viewed as a literary production, setting 
forth the testimony of Luke to Jesus Christ, 
instead of selecting certain portions for 
exegesis. A proper exegesis is only possible 
when viewed in the light of the central 
purpose of the author. Secondly, the con- 
cept of the kingdom of the Messiah seems 
to be mainly subjective. The author ap- 
pears to avoid the objective view. It is 
quite true that the moral and spiritual val- 
ues to the individual can only be fully per- 
ceived and evaluated by those who own 
Jesus Christ as Lord. The book would 
be of much greater_value if the objective 
view were accepted and the subjective 
truth experienced.

This new Hebrew grammar by the pro- 
fessor of Biblical Exegis at Faith Theologi- 
cal Seminary attempts to teach Hebrew by 
“rule” rather than by “rote.”

something of a departure in certain re- 
spects from former treatments of this sub- 
ject. In the conviction “that previous 
treatments have failed to discern the dis- 
tinctive meaning of certain constructions” 
and that this has led to much confusion, 
the author ‘has set out to correct such 
usage. The student of the Hebrew Old 
Testament will find this treatment of deep- 
est interest and profit. Abundant illustra- 
tion demonstrates each point, and an ex- 
ample of the translation this treatment 
affords is given from I Kings 2-8. Passages 
and texts treated are indexed.

Gospel Records of the Message and 
Mission of Jesus Christ, by Albert Cassel 
Wieand. 

Here is a work which demonstrates the 
familiarity of the author with his subject. 
His thirty years of studying and teaching 
the life of Christ has resulted in a certain 
originality of presentation. 

The book has been prepared page by 
page on a varitype machine of some kind, 
a fact which, in some ways, makes the 
method of presenting the subject more in- 
teresting. There is a successful attempt 
made to present graphically the life story 
of our Lord. This is more than a harmony 
of the Gospels. It is a logical and chrono- 
logical presentation of Christ’s life and 
teaching, with the Gospel records used in 
parallel form to provide the scriptural 
illumination and basis of our Lord’s life. 

The marginal notes to the Scripture text 
are in the nature of a homiletical exposi- 
tion. Stories are vividly moving pictures as 
this teacher presents them, and the whole 
is woven together with great skill. There 
is a complete analytical outline provided— 
first in general and then in much detail 
under each section of the book. Six ex- 
cellent diagrams dealing with Christ’s life 
as a whole and as presented in the indi- 
vidual Gospels, enable the student to vis- 
ualize this subject with great facility. The 
work done to compile such a book as this 
must have been mountainous and this work 
may well prove to be monumental. 

This book is valuable as a demonstration 
of an excellent method of presenting the 
life of Christ from the Gospels. The author 
is orthodox, but of course there are occa- 
sionally interpretations with which we 
would disagree.

World Crises and the Prophetic Scrip- 
tures, by Wilbur M. Smith. 


This fascinating book provides an excel- 
lent introduction to the study of Bible 
prophecy for those who have given little 
previous consideration to this important 
subject. At the same time it also contains 
a wealth of original material to interest 
the more advanced student. After showing 
at some length the importance of prophecy, 
the author discusses some of the main fea- 
tures of “the last days” as prophetically 
pictured in the Bible: a world government, 
a conflict of power, a world religion, the 
re-establishment of Israel in her own hand, 
Russia as a mighty power, etc. Clear mod- 
ern trends in the direction of these goals 
are accurately traced; e.g., the development 
of the Zionist movement from the First 
Zionist Congress in 1897 to the present, 
Russia’s growth over the past several hun- 
dred years into a world power.

Battleground or Blessing?

AJOR Daniel Davel stood on the scaf- 
fold in Switzerland awaiting his exe- 
cution for an attempt to liberate his 

people from the domination of the Bere- 
nese Republic. One would hardly expect 
him to speak of singing at such a time, 
but he exhorted the people to give “new 
and serious attention to the praise of 
God and the manner in which it is sung.” 
He added, “I cannot too much emphasize 
the importance of this part of Christian 
worship.” 

Today, as the whole world stands on 
the scaffold of chaos, how important it is 
that we give serious attention to the 
“singing of the praise of God.” 


+ You say you want to serve the Lord 
with your voice. You like to sing. You 
joined the choir. And you insist, “I’m in 
earnest about it and I want to be a good 
choir member.” There are some funda- 
mentals in choir singing as well as in 
other Christian service. 

First, do you have a voice for singing? 
Don’t laugh. You wouldn’t expeci the 
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pastor to bring us his sermons if he 
couldn’t speak our language. So the lan- 
guage of music must be given in terms 
everyone can understand. 

Mrs. S just loved to sing, had a real 
heart for the Lord, was as earnest as any- 
one, wanted to be a good choir member, 
but she couldn’t carry a tune in a basket. 
Mr. D could carry a tune all right, but 
instead of being a sweet singer in Israel, 
he left the impression of an unripe per- 
simmon. 

There is a natural talent that God gives 
to equip us for the service of song. If 
you don’t have it, don’t moan about your 
fate. The Lord has withheld this one 
talent to give you another that is just as 
important. Many blessings have been 
lost and a great amount of time spent 
uselessly by Christians trying to be what 
God never intended them to be. Don’t 
try to be a meadowlark if God made you 
a blackbird. 


+ But suppose you have a natural gift 
for music and a desire to serve the Lord 


with your voice. Is that all you need? 
How about your spiritual life? Would 
you want to be like the girl who had a 
beautifully trained voice but no testi- 
mony? At first everyone was blessed with 
her singing, but soon they saw the in- 
consistency of the song and the servant. 
Her life nullified any further blessings. 

Your choir director and pastor will 
place your spiritual condition the fore- 
most requisite to successful choir service, 
and that’s the way it should be. Singing 
is part of the church worship and must be 
done from the heart that is in tune with 
the Lord before the voice is in tune with 
the music. The song you sing may preach 
as loudly to call the sinner to come to 
the Saviour or the saint to trust the Lord, 
as does the sermon. As Giles says, “A song 
will outlive all sermons in the memory.” 

Ask the older folk about the best days 
in their church life and the answer will 
be, “The best days of the church have 
always been its singing days.” So you too 
will want to leave for the years ahead a 
lasting impression of the church that 
sang its way through the world. 

Too many times the choir has been the 
battleground of the church. Instead of 
blessing there has been bickering. Re- 
member, if the devil saw no spiritual 
service that could be given by a choir 
singing with the Holy Spirit of the Lord 
upon it, he would not bother to try to de- 
stroy its testimony. Let’s resolve right 
now that by the help of the Lord we will 
not allow the choir to become a battle- 
ground but a blessing ground. I remem- 
ber singing in a choir some years ago that 
spent thirty minutes in the prayer room 
waiting before the Lord in earnest and 
agonizing prayer before the service be- 
gan. Needless to say, that choir sang 
sinner and saint alike to the throne of 
grace. 


+ Burt there is the physical side of being 
a choir member too, and we would do 
well to see the importance the world 
places upon preparation. We may not 
have all the years of training needed to 
make us professional musicians, but we 
can use some of the sources available. 
There are a number of good books on the 
subject of the choir. It will bring real 
stimulation to read one or more of these 
next month. Your director will prob- 
ably have them in his library or will be 
able to procure them for you. If you show 
some real interest in- choir work, the di- 
rector will be inspired and the other 
members will catch fire too. 

Perhaps there is a good voice teacher 
in your town, or you may be able to take 
special work at a nearby college or uni- 
versity. You will find the expenditure of 
the small fee for private lessons will more 
than repay you in personal joy and in 
the knowledge that your singing will be 
far more adaptable to choir work. Many 
a famous gospel singer has attributed his 
start to the little choir where he sang as 
a young person.

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eC are many ways to catch fish, but 


ducted by a veteran of many years’ work 
among boys like myself. I really date my 
Christian experience from that week at 
an Indiana lake. I saw something there 
I had not known before: scores of boys 
who were “regular fellows,” football 
players and the like, who were proud of 
their Saviour. 


+ No one will deny that the teen-age 
years are the crucial ones in a person’s 
life—the years midway between childhood 
and maturity when most of the deciding 
steps of life are made: the choice of a 
profession, the first steps toward mar- 
riage, the bent of one’s whole attitude in 
years to come. 

How important it is, then, that we use 
the best “lures” to win and help teen-

agers in these strategic years. Every 
church, denomination, and independent 
group recognizes the value of camping 
and takes advantage of the summer vaca- 
tion months. Here is an opportunity to 
spend extra time with Christian young- 
sters, teaching and counseling them. And 
here is the opportunity par excellence to 
reach out to the scores of teen-agers who 
won't come to church. 


+ Out in Colorado, where Young Life 
Campaign, nationwide mission to un- 
saved high school students, owns three 
beautiful ranches. camping is being 
stressed right through the winter months. 
For several weekends in a row this winter 
kids from nearby towns have visited 
Young Life’s Silver Cliff Ranch, 8.300 feet 
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above sea level on the slope of Mt. 
Princeton, for a weekend of skiing and 
skating, and even outdoor swimming in a 
pool fed by hot spring water. Many of 
these teen-agers have come to know 
Jesus Chris: personally through the 
meetings that have interspersed the other 
activities. 

But the usually “dead week” between 
Christmas and New Year has proved to 
be the most popular of all. This year 


seventy-five Dallas, Tex., high schoolers 
went all the way to Colorado on chartered 


railroad coaches to attend the Christmas 
camp, and came back a week later almost 
100 per cent born again Christians. 
Others traveled even farther—from Chi- 
cago and Los Angeles. 

The Christmas week is a good one to 
think about if you’re looking for ways to 


four hours a day with kids, you get to 
know them much more personally.

The BIBLE Takes the Stane 


d ESTHER HOWARD 


E suggest an all-important subject for your Sunday evening meetings 
this month: how the Bible came to be written, how it has been preserved 


\ 
\e us, and how best to study it. 


If you’ve worked with young people long, you’ve had a thousand questions 
thrown at you along these lines. We can’t possibly give enough information 
on one page to guide you in your discussions, but we can at least suggest an 
outline for each topic and tell you where to go for more information. 

First thing we suggest is that you borrow or buy Dr. Frank E. Gaebelein’s 
book Exploring the Bible, published by Van Kampen Press, Wheaton, IIl., for 
$2.00, or some similar book giving the history of the Bible writing, canoniza- 


tion, and preservation. Study it carefully. 


First Sunday: What Does the Bible 
Claim for Itself? 

All discussion of the Bible’s authority 
must begin here: What is the Bible’s own 
claim for itself? We know what evan- 
gelical Christians claim. They believe the 
Bible to be verbally inspired (that is, 
that in its original writings it was, every 
word of it, inspired of God, free from 
error, and complete as God intended it to 
be); but does the Bible itself make such 
a Claim? 

As in the study of every Christian 
doctrine, begin with what the Bible says, 
and then face whatever problems arise in 
the light of its claims. In this case the 
Bible’s claim is crystal clear. It claims to 
be verbally inspired. 

For proof, turn to the hundreds of Old 
Testament statements that begin, “Thus 
saith the Lord. . .” Add to this such 
crucial New Testament texts as II Tim- 
othy 3:16: “All scripture is given by 
inspiration of God”; and II Peter 1:21: 
‘Holy men of God spake as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost.” This in- 
spiration extends to the words them- 
selves, as Paul declares: “We speak, not 
in the words which man’s’ wisdom 
teacheth, but which the Holy Ghost 
teacheth” (I Cor. 2:13). 

Negatively, there is not one instance in 
the entire Bible where a writer ever sug- 
gests that another writer was in error. 
The claim of the Bible, then, is clearly 
for the inspiration of every word of the 
original. 

We do not believe the Bible is God’s 
Word simply because it is free from error. 
Suppose we picked up a strange book and, 
reading it through, discovered that it was 
free from error. Would that make it 
God’s Word? Not at all. The Bible is 
God’s Word because it claims to be. This 
tlaim, of course, is authenticated by its 
being free from error—historical, moral, 
or scientific. ! 

We must believe the Bible to be ver- 
bally inspired for we take from it the 
authority over our lives that God in- 
tended. If we merely say that “it contains 
the Word of God, but also contains 
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error,” we become the judges of what is 
true and what is erroneous. and our final 
authority is not the Bible, but our judg- 
ment of the Bible. This is an all-impor- 
tant point, that cannot be stressed too 
much with young people. 

You would do well to study up on the 
matter of how the sixty-six books of the 
Old and New Testaments came to be 
recognized as belonging in the Bible. Did 
some church council decide what books 
belonged? No, the readers in each case 
read the book’s own claim to inspiration 
and recognized its authority. God Him- 
self declared these sixty-six books, and 
no others, to be His Word, and the 
Christians down through the centuries 
(with few exceptions) have accepted 
them. 


Second Sunday: Can We Accept the 
Bible’s Claim? 

We have seen what the Bible claims, 
but can we accept it? Skeptics are quick 
to shout, “Look at the mistakes in the 
Bible.” We'll deal with them next Sun- 
day, but right now let’s study some of 
the evidences that back up the Bible’s 
claim. Here are five: 

1. The Bible’s miraculous composition. 
Written by forty authors over a span of 
1600 years, the sixty-six books are yet 
one book, agreed on all points, though 
diverse in origin and outlook. Go back 
1600 years from 1952—to A.D. 352—and 
tell me what books of history or science 
have not been outdated. Only one book 
lives on and on: the Bible. 

2 The Bible’s historical accuracy. Just 
as the skeptic thinks he has detected 
error, the archaeologist digs into ancient 
history and substantiates the Bible. Read 
up on such case histories as the following. 

Skeptics laughed at the mention of 
Hittites in the Old Testament, because 
they were not mentioned in any secular 
history that they knew of. One day an 
archaelogist unearthed tablets telling 
more about the Hittites than the Bible 
even revealed. 

They laughed at the idea of Moses 
writing the first five books. Men couldn’t 


even write in those days, they said. Then 
archaeologists dug up Ur of the Chaldeas, 
the city from which Abraham migrated 
centuries before Moses, and found great 
libraries of books! 

You can multiply these cases a hun- 
dredfold. The Bible has yet to be proved 
inaccurate. ; 

3. The Bible’s scientific accuracy. 
Though not a scientific textbook, wher- 
ever it touches on science it is in line 
with the truth. One scientist has offered 
a reward of $1,000 for anyone who can 
prove a scientific error. No one has yet 
collected. Yet scientific theories change so 
rapidly, no scientific textbook remains in 
date for ten years. 

4. The Bible’s fitness for all ages and all 
men. For hundreds of years, through all 
ages of history, the Bible has been the 
one book that meets everyone’s need. It 
has been translated (portions of it, at 
least) into more than 1,000 languages, 
and wherever it comes, to civilized or 
primitive peoples, it brings light and sal- 
vation. Rich or poor, young or old, edu- 
cated or ignorant can find God’s message 
for them in the Bible. 

5. The Bible’s amazing stream of 
prophecy. More than half the Bible is 
prewritten history, predictions of things 
to come, many of which have already 
happened just as predicted. Take the 
coming of Jesus, for instance. More than 
twenty-five definite prophecies were 
given centuries before He was born. To 
guess them all right is completely beyond 
chance. No other book contains this ele- 
ment of prophecy. It sets the Bible apart 
as unique, and is the one unassailable 
proof of its inspiration. 


Third Sunday: What About Mistakes 
in the Bible? 

Ever have someone ask you that? Ask 
him to name them. Chances are a hun- 
dred to one. he doesn’t know of any. 
He’s just parroting cheap talk he’s heard 
from others. But aren’t there contradic- 
tions and errors in translation? 

Yes, there are occasional errors that 
have crept into our present translations 
in the centuries of copying. Before the 
printing press, each of the hundreds of 
copies was made by hand and it is in- 
evitable that some mistakes were made. 
But the great scholar Robert Dick Wilson, 
who devoted his life to just such a study, 
says flatly that by studying the hundreds 
of copies we can determine the exact 
original in every case except for about 
one word per page, and that none of these 
variations affect any doctrine of Chris- 
tian faith. The Bible then is the best 
preserved of all ancient books. 

As for contradictions, they are more 
apparent than real. Though every prob- 
lem cannot yet be solved, most of the

“contradictions” flaunted in our faces by 
skeptics are no contradictions at all. 

Why not invite your pastor to lead this 
Sunday’s discussion and deal with any 
specific problems your young people may 
have, or explain some typical seeming 
contradictions? 

Fourth Sunday: Why Is the Bible 
Hard to Understand? 

Discuss the form in which the Bible 
was given. The Old Testament divides 
into three main sections: history (Gen- 
esis through Esther), poetry (Job through 
Song of Solomon), and prophecy (Isaiah 
through Malachi). The New Testament 
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falls into three similar groupings: his- 
tory (Matthew through Acts), letters 
(Romans through Jude), and prophecy 
(Revelation). 

But why didn’t God give us an encyclo- 
pedia, so that we could thumb through 
the index and find what He wanted us 
to believe on any subject? As it is, we 
have to study, and compare in order to 
systematize the truth the Bible contains. 
Perhaps that’s the answer: God wants 
us to diligently seek the truth, and He 
does not intend curious bystanders to get 
in on it. At any rate it requires our 
careful study. 

But the Bible is not a purposeless con- 
glomeration. Each book in the New Tes- 
tament falls into place in a definite 
order. They are placed not by the date 
on which they were written, but accord- 
ing to their place in the plan. Study the 
outline that appears with this section 
and see how marvelous the plan is. 


Fifth Sunday: How Can We Best Un- 
derstand the Bible? 

Here is a good chance for a free dis- 
cussion of difficulties in Bible study, and 
for sharing helpful hints. Let us give 
you some suggestions: 

1. Read the Bible systematically. Begin 
with the New Testament, preferably with 
John or one of the other Gospels, then 
read Acts, then such practical epistles as 
I Thessalonians, Romans, and so on. 
Leave Revelation until last and don’t 
tackle the weightier sections of the Old 
Testament until later. 

2. Use a modern translation, such as 
the Revised Standard Version, Wey- 
mouth, Montgomery, or Williams transla- 
tions, or the Berkeley Version, along with 
the King James Version, to shed light 
on difficult wordings. 

3. When you read, look for specific 
things and write them down. What does 
it teach about Christ? What promise is 
there to believe? What command to obey? 
Meditate on what you are doing about 
it. Apply it to your life. 

4. Try outlining a passage. Get a re- 
vised version and summarize a paragraph 
at a time, then summarize the sum- 
maries. Try to see what a whole passage 
is driving at. Get the gist of it. 

5. Memorize key verses. There’s nothing 
like hiding the Word in your heart to 
build it into your life. 

We hope these discussions will build 
your respect for the Word and increase 
your personal study and application of 
it. May God bless you.
